VETERANS DAY, 1967 

By the President of the United States of America 
A Proclamation 

We Americans hold freedom ns our birthright. We cherish it us the 
basic condition of our nut ionai life. 

But we are deeply mindful of Us cost. 

Our freedom was won in the agony of conflict* Two centuries later, 
we enjoy its blessings only because men Imve l»een w illing to risk their 
lives to preserve it. 

Again today, in a complex and bitter war, America's sons must light 
in freedom's defense. None liefora them have fought more bravely, 
or with greater devotion to America's cause, than those who serve us 
now in Vietnam, 

We can never repay in full the debt we owe to the veterans of this 
Nation's w ars. 

Yet we can show our appreciation of their service and sacrifice. 
Through the GX Bill of Bights, we endeavor to ease the serviceman's 
return to civilian life. Asa result of the Veterans’ Act of 11MVT, men in 
uniform today can receive benefits comparable to those granted their 
brothers-in-arms of past conflicts* 

For almost three decades, it has been a proud American tradition to 
observe each year a special day of gratitude to all of America's 
veterans. 

To this end the Congress has designated the eleventh of November 
as a legal holiday to be known as Veterans Day, and has dedicated it to 
the cause of world peace (Act of May 13,1038,52 Stat. 351, as amended 
(5UJ5.C. G103)). 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, LYNDON B. JOHNSON, President of 
the United States of America, urge the [ample of this Nation to join in 
commemorating Saturday, Noveml>er 11, 1007, as Veterans Day with 
suitable observances. 

1 direct the appropriate officials of the Government to arrange for 
the display of the flag of the United States on all public buildings on 
that day; and 1 request the officials of Federal, State, and local govern¬ 
ments, and civic and patriotic organizations to give their enthusiastic 
leadership and support to appropriate public ceremonies throughout 
the Nation, 

I urge all citizens, and especially students and young [nmole, to take 
part in these ceremonies. I>et us demonstrate to all the worlcl our devo- 
lion to the principles of freedom for which so many have served in 
the oast, ana pledge our full support of those who today carry on the 
battle to insura that freedom shall survive.

CHILD HEALTH DAY, 1967 
By the President of the United States of America 
A Proclamation 


Fifty Tears ago almost a hundred babies in every thousand died 
in their first year. By 1905 this tragic figure hnd dropped to twenty- 
five. The result is that an inconsolalde grief has been lifted from the 
hearts of millions of American families—and more than a third of 
our population today is under eighteen years of age. 

The health of our children is both a national pride and a national 
concern. 

Thanks to the genius of our medical scientists, doctors, and public 
health officials—who have in recent years received vital support from 
national funds—many of the diseases which plagued Our childhood are 
no longer a serious threat to our children today. 

Vaccines for polio, diphtheria, and whooping cough have cut these 
diseases to a virtual vanishing point. Measles, so familiar in our youth, 
can lie dealt a final blow this fall if all the children in kindergarten 
and first and second grades, who are not already protected, are vacci¬ 
nated. Other infectious diseases of childhood, such us scarlet fever, can 
be quickly controlled and their after-effects prevented with today’s 
drugs. 

It is important to the American future that we assure the health 
and full development of our youth. For to the degree that we do, we 
assure the health and development of tomorrow's America. 

I urge all Americans to encourage our young people to take full 
advantage of the many facilities for the promotion and protection of 
physical, mental, and emotional health. 

Because of its concern for the well-being of our children, the 
Congress, by a joint resolution of Mnv 18, 1028, 45 Stat. 017, as 
amended (30 UJ3.C. 113), requested the President of the United 
States to issue annually a proelaination setting apart the first Monday 
in October as Child Health Day. 

Child Health Day fe also an appropriate time to observe a Universal 
Children's Day, and to salute the work which the United Nations, 
through its specialized agencies, and the United Nations Children’s 
Fund are doing to build better health for children around the world. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, LYNDON B. JOHNSON, President of 
the United States of America, do hereby designate Monday, October 2, 
1907, as Child Health Day; and I invite all persons and*all agencies 
and organizations interested in the health and welfare of children to 
unite on that day in observances that will bolster our efforts to foster 
their growth into full participants in our society. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand this 
twenty-fifth day of September, in the year of our Lord nineteen 
hundred and sixty-seven. and of the Indej>endence of the United 
States of America the one hundred and ninety-second.

GENERAL PULASKI'S MEMORIAL DAY, 1967 
By the President of the United States of America 
A Proclamation 


One hundred and eighty-eight years ago, Casimir Pulaski gave his 
life so that a young and valiant nation might live in freedom. 

Barely thirty years old when, as a Polish patriot in exile, he came 
to fight with George Washington's Revolutionary Army, General 
Pulaski was richly endowed with the qualities of dedication and cour¬ 
age that have been the source of Americas greatest strength. 

ITc organized the first American cavalry unit, known as the Pulaski 
Legion, and served with great distinction at Brandywine and German¬ 
town. He was mortally wounded on October 9, 1779 while leading His 
cavalry unit in a daring charge during the Battle of Savannah. 

General Pulaski held the conviction that freedom is a nation's most 
cherished possession—that the erosion of freedom anywhere weakens 
freedom everywhere. Americans have fought many times for that 
conviction. We are fighting for it today in Vietnam. 

In memory of a gallant defender of our Nation, let us rededicate 
ourselves to tnc principles for which he gave his life—principles which 
millions of Polish immigrants to America have defended ana strength¬ 
ened over the years. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, LYNDON B. JOHNSON, President of 
the. United States of America, do hereby designate Wednesday, Oc¬ 
tober ll t 1907, as General Pulaski's Memorial Day; and I direct the 
appropriate Government officials to display the flag of the United 
States on all Government buildings on that day. I also invite the 
people of the United States to observe the day with appropriate cere¬ 
monies in honor of the memory of General Pulaski and his dedication 
to the defense of liberty. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand, this 
2f»th day of Septeml>er, in the year of our Lord nineteen hundred and 
sixty-seven, and of the Independence of the United States of America 
the one hundred and ninety-second.

Additional Exclusion From Public Util¬ 
ity Holding Company Act of 1935 

On July 25. 1967, the Securities and 
Exchange Commission published notice 
iHolding Company Act Release No. 
15798) <in Federal Register on July 28. 
1967 <32 P.R. 11004)) that It had under 
consideration nn amendment to Rule 
7 < 17 CFR 250.7) under the Public Utility 
Holding Company Act of 1935 (“Act") 
(15 U R C. 79a et scq.) to provide for an 
additional exclusion from the statutory 
definition of a utility company and in¬ 
vited all Interested persons to submit 
their views and comments upon the pro¬ 
posal. No comments were received. The 
Commission, after due consideration, has 
determined to adopt the amendment to 
Rule 7 In the form set forth below. 

Section 2(a) (3) of the Act sets forth 
the definition of an electric utility com¬ 
pany essentially as “any company which 
owns or operates facilities used for the 
feneration, transmission, or distribution 
of electric energy for sale • • V* Sec¬ 
tion 2<a)(4) of the Act sets forth the 
definition of a gas utility company es¬ 
sentially as “any company which owns 
or operates facilities used for the distri¬ 
bution at retail • • • of natural or 
nutnufactured gas for heat, light, or 
power. “ The Commission is empowered 
by both sections to adopt rules and reg¬ 
ulations excluding specific classes of 
companies from the definitions of a 
public-utility company. 

Rule 7 (17 CFR 250.7) under the Act. 
J'hich has been adopted under sections 
2 <sm 3» and 2(a) (4) of the Act. specifies 
♦wo classes of companies deemed not to 
be electri c or gas utility companies. Rule 
(17 CFR 250.7(a)) provides that:

nboll not be deemed an electric or gas 
1 c °mpony within the meaning of ate- 

2(a)(9) or section 2(a)(4) of the Act

•iw.ooo during the previous calendar year. 

Th< amendment to Rule 7 (17 CFR 
50 * Provides an additional exclusion 
the definitions in sections 2(a)(3) 


and 2(a)(4) of the Act. to a company 
which (1) owns no utility assets located 
within any State of the United States. 

(2) has no subsidiary company owning 
such assets within the United States, and 

(3) is engaged solely In businesses outside 
the United States, if its gross sales of 
electric energy or of natural or manu¬ 
factured gas distributed at retail by 
means of facilities owned or operated by 
such company, did not exceed 1 percent 
of its gross revenues during the previous 
calendar year. 

Essentially, the amendment applies to 
companies incorporated within the 
United States but operating solely out¬ 
side the United States. Such a company 
would be one who produced electric en¬ 
ergy or gas primarily for its own con¬ 
sumption or consumption by affiliate 
companies, but which would have sur¬ 
plus available for resale and where such 
sales would produce gross revenues in ex¬ 
cess of $100,000. The purpose of amend¬ 
ing Rule 7 (17 CFR 250.7) is to obviate 
the need for a holding company to apply 
periodically for an exemption under sec¬ 
tion 3(a)(5) (of the Act) as such new 
foreign subsidiary companies are ac¬ 
quired or organized and are primarily 
engaged in nonutility businesses. 

The text of the amendment to Rule 7 
reads as follows: 

g 250.7 Companies deemed not to be 
electric or ga* utility com panic*.

(c) Any company, which <1 > owns no 
utility assets located within any State of 
the United States. (2) has no subsidiary 
company owning any such assets so lo¬ 
cated. and (3) Is engaged solely in busi¬ 
ness outside the United States, shall not 
be deemed to be an electric or gas utility 
company within the meaning of section 
2(a)(3) or section 2(a)(4) of the Act. 
if its gross sales of electric energy or of 
natural or manufactured gas distributed 
at retail, by means of facilities owned 
or operated by such company, did not ex¬ 
ceed 1 percent of its gross revenues dur¬ 
ing the previous calendar year.

Subpart—U.S. Standards for Grades 
of Florida Grapefruit 1 

On July 8, 1967, a notice of proposed 
rule making was published in the Fed¬ 
eral Register (32 F.R. 10084) regarding 
a proposed revision of U8. Standards for 
Grades of Florida Grapefruit (7 CFR 
51.750-51.783). 

Statement of considerations leading to 
the revision of the grade standards . Fol¬ 
lowing publication of the proposal in the 
Federal Register on July 8. copies were 
distributed to Industry organizations and 
Individuals for comment. In response only 
a few comments were received. These 
were very favorable and indicated that 
the revision will materially improve the 
grade standards and promote the mar¬ 
keting of a more uniformly graded prod¬ 
uct. Essentially the text is the same as 
published in the proposal. 

Trends in marketing practices, over the 
past few years, have prompted a revision 
of the UB. Standards for Grades of Flor¬ 
ida Grapefruit which have been in effect 
since 1960. 

The revised standards Introduce a new 
concept in the application of the grade 
standards. This new concept involves the 
use of statistical principles and pro¬ 
cedures in determining compliance with 
the standards. 

In the application of these standards 
under an lnpl&nt Inspection operation a 
quality control master note sheet is used. 
The note sheet graphically presents the 
quality level being packed during any 
given period in the day. This quality con¬ 
trol aid is used during the packing proc¬ 
ess for determining the grade. The new 
concept is also applicable in determining 
grade on a lot basis 

The Florida Citrus Industry favors 
having the new concept incorporated in 


* Packing of the product in conformity 
with the requirements of these standard* 
ah all not excuse failure to comply with the 
provisions of the Federal Food. Drug, and 
Cosmetic Act or with applicable State laws 
and regulations. 
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the grade standards. The major changes 
are as follows: 

(1) Each sample selected for grade 
determination shall consist of 33 grape¬ 
fruit. The individual sample size is con¬ 
stant. 

(2) Tolerances are specified as accept¬ 
ance numbers. Maximum or minimum 
numbers of defective or off-size grape¬ 
fruit are specified for the number of sam¬ 
ples selected for grade determination. 

(3) A maximum limit is set as to the 
number of defective, discolored or off- 
size grapefruit which each individual 33- 
count sample n ay contain for all grades 
except the Bronze and Russet grades. A 
minimum number of discolored grape¬ 
fruit for each 33-count sample is set for 
the Bronze and Russet grades. These re¬ 
quirements are specified In the tolerance 
tables under the absolute limit heading. 

A new format Is used to present In logi¬ 
cal order the various requirements for the 
particular grade. Also a new Classifica¬ 
tion of Defects section is provided which 
lists limitations for defects under the in¬ 
jury. damage, serious damage, and very 
serious damage headings. Both changes 
are designed to bring about and promote 
greater uniformity and better under¬ 
standing of the standards. 

After consideration of all relevant 
matters presented. Including the proposal 
set forth In the aforesaid notice, the fol¬ 
lowing U.S. Standards for Grades of 
Florida Grapefruit are hereby promul¬ 
gated pursuant to the Agricultural Mar¬ 
keting Act of 1946 <60 Stat. 1087. as 
amended; 7 UB.C. 1621-1627).

Statement of considerations leading 
to the revision of the grade standards 
Following publication of the proposal m 
the Federal Register on July 8, coptc? 
were distributed to Industry organiza¬ 
tions and individuals for comment in 
response only a few comments were re¬ 
ceived. These were very favorable and 
Indicated that the revision will mate¬ 
rially Improve the grade standards and 
promote the marketing of a more uni¬ 
formly graded product. Essentially ih« 
text is the same as published in the pm- 
posaL 

Trends In marketing practices, over 
the past few' years, have prompted a re¬ 
vision of the UB. Standards for Grades 
of Florida Oranges and Tangelo.s which 
have been In effect since 1960. 

The revised standards introduce a new 
concept In the application of the grade 
standards. This new concept Involves 
the use of statistical principles and pro¬ 
cedures in determining compliance with 
the standards. 

In the application of these standards 
under an lnplant Inspection operation a 
quality control master note sheet is used. 
The note sheet graphically presents the 
quality level being packed during any 
given period in the day. This quality con¬ 
trol aid is used during the packing proc¬ 
ess for determining the grade. The new 
concept Is also applicable in determin¬ 
ing grade on a lot basis. 

The Florida Citrus Industry favors 
having the new concept incorporate! tn 
the grade standards. The major changes 
are as follows: 

<1) Each sample selected for grade 
determination shall consist of 50 oranges. 
The individual sample size Is constant 

<2> Tolerances are specified as accept¬ 
ance numbers. Maximum or minimum 
numbers of off-size oranges are specified 
for the number of samples selected for 
grade determination, 

(3) A maximum limit is set as to the 
number of defective, discolored, or off- 
size oranges which each Individual 50- 
count sample may contain for all grades 
except the Bronze and Russet grade* A 
minimum number of discolored oranges 
for each 50-count sample is set for ths 
Bronze and Russet grades. 

These requirements arc specified In the 
tolerance tables under the absolute limit 
heading. 

A new format Is used to present in 
logical order the various requirements 
for the particular grade. Also a new Clas¬ 
sification of Defects section is provided 
which list limitations for defects under 
the injury, damage, serious damage, and 
very serious damage headings Both 
changes arc designed to bring about ana 
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promote greater uniformity and better 
understanding of the standards. 

After consideration of all relevant mat¬ 
ters presented, including the proposal 
set forth In the aforesaid notice, the 
following US. Standards for Orades of 
Florida Oranges and Tangelos are hereby 
promulgated pursuant to the Agricultural 
Marketing Act of 1916 (60 Stat. 1087. as 
amended; 7 US.C. 1621-1627).

§ 51.1179 Method of juice extraction. 

The Juice used in the determining

Subpart—U.S. Standards for Grades 
of Florida Tangerines 1 

On July 8. 1967, a notice of proposed 
rule making was published In the Fed¬ 
eral Register (32 F.R. 10097) regarding 
a proposed revision of UB. Standards for 
Grades of Florida Tangerines <7 CFR 
51.1810-51.1834). 

Statement of considerations leading to 
the revision of the grade standards Fol¬ 
lowing publication of the proposal in the 
Federal Register on July 8, copies were 
distributed to industry organizations 
and individuals for comment, in re¬ 
sponse only a few comments were re¬ 
ceived. These were very favorable and 
indicated that the revision will mate¬ 
rially Improve the grade standards and 
promote the marketing of a more uni¬ 
formly graded product. Essentially the 
text 1s the same as published in the 
proposal. 

Trends in marketing practices, over 
the past few years, have prompted a re¬ 
vision of the U.S. Standards for Grades 
of Florida Tangerines which have been 
in effect since 1960. 

The revised standards introduce a new 
concept in the application of the grade 
standards. This new concept involves the 
use of statistical principles and proce¬ 
dures in determining compliance with 
the standards. 

In the application of these standards 
under an Implant inspection operation 
a quality control master note sheet is 
used. The note sheet graphically presents 
the quality level being packed during any 
given period in the day. This quality con¬ 
trol aid 1s used during the packing proc¬ 
ess for determining the grade. The new* 


! Pocking of the product in conformity 
with the requirements of these standards 
shall not excuse failure to comply with the 
provisions of the Fed cm] Food. Drug, and 
ComeatIc Act or with applicable State laws 
and regulations. 


concept is also applicable In deienninln* 
grade on a lot basis. 

The Florida Citrus Industry favor* 
having the new concept incorporated in 
the grade standards. The major changes 
are as follows: 

(1) Each sample selected for grade 
determination shall consist of 50 longer- 
ines. The individual sample size is con¬ 
stant. 

(2) Tolerances arc specified as accept¬ 
ance numbers. Maximum or minimum 
numbers of defective or off-size tanger¬ 
ines are specified for the number of sam¬ 
ples selected for grade determination. 

<3> A maximum limit is set as to the 
number of defective, discolored or off- 
size tangerines which each individual 
50-count sample may contain for all 
grades except the Bronze and Russet 
grades. A minimum number of discolored 
tangerines for each 50-count sample is 
set for the Bronze and Russet grades 
These requirements are specified in the 
tolerance tables under the absolute limit 
heading. 

A new format is used to present In 
logical order the various requirements for 
the particular grade. Also a new Clarifi¬ 
cation of Defects section is provided 
which list limitations for defects under 
the injury, damage, serious damage, and 
very serious damage headings Both 
changes are designed to bring about und 
promote greater uniformity and btier 
understanding of the standards 
The requirements for the U.S. No 1 
Bronze and U.8. No. 1 Russet grade » are 
changed to correspond to the UB. No. 1 
Bronze and U8. No. 1 Russet grade* tn 
the present Florida orange and grape¬ 
fruit standards. 

The Bronze grade requires that all 
fruit must show discloratlon. and rust 
mite type discloratlon must predominate 
only on fruits having more than one- 
third of their surface discolored These 
changes in requirements will make sort¬ 
ing easier in packinghouse operations 
They will reduce time consuming evalua¬ 
tions of the disclororation on each fruit 
and make possible a more uniform 
Bronze grade fruit. Corresponding re¬ 
quirements are made in the Russet 
grade. 

After consideration of all relevant 
matters presented, including the pro¬ 
posal set forth in the aforesaid notice, 
the following U.S. Standards for Grades

Employment of Repairmen by Com¬ 
mercial Operators To Perform 
Maintenance 

The purpose of these amendments to 
Parts 65 and 121 of the Federal Aviation 
Regulations is to permit a commercial 
operator certificated under Part 121 of 
the Federal Aviation Regulations to (1) 
employ a repairman to perform or super¬ 
vise maintenance, preventive mainte¬ 
nance. and alterations on aircraft or 
components thereof, and (2) perform 
maintenance for, and have maintenance 
performed by other Part 121 certificate 
holders. This amendment was proposed 
as a notice of proposed rule making < No¬ 
tice 67-8) issued on March 6. 1967, and 
published In the Federal Register on 
March 19. 1967 (32 Fit. 3946). 

Consideration was given and on evalu¬ 
ation made of each of the six comments 
that were received in response to the no¬ 
tice. Two of the comments generally fa¬ 
vored the proposal white four were op¬ 
posed to it. Those comments in opposi¬ 
tion expressed concern principally in two 
areas. First, that the adoption of the 
amendment, by permitting repairmen to 
be used by commercial operators, would 
lower maintenance standards. Secondly, 
that the extension of the privilege for 
use of repairmen to commercial operators 
would have a deteriorating effect by low¬ 
ering the standards for persons to obtain 
repairman or A and P mechanic 
certificates. 

The repairman certificate is issued by 
the FAA for specific duties requested 
and then only after substantiation of 
individual technical ability and back¬ 
ground. The maintenance requirements 
in the regulations are the same for the 
air carrier and commercial operator, and 
both the air carrier and the commercial 
operator must comply with these main¬ 
tenance requirements in order to re¬ 
tain their operating certificate. Permit¬ 
ting the commercial operator to use re¬ 
pairmen will enable the performance 
of maintenance for which the commer¬ 
cial operator is primarily responsible 
but which it has been precluded from 
doing. As the requirements for main¬ 
tenance and compliance are unchanged, 
the standard of maintenance should not 
be lowered. 

A misunderstanding of the effect of 
the amendment is evidenced by those 
comments that express concern that the 
use of repairmen by commercial op¬ 
erators will lower the standards of a re¬ 
pairman certificate or an A and P me¬ 
chanic certificate. The same qualifica¬ 
tions will be required of a repairman 
for a commercial operator as arc now 
required to certificate a repairman for 
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a repair station or air carrier. Further¬ 
more. past experience with the repair¬ 
man certificate does not support the 
contention that extending the use of re¬ 
pairman to commercial operators will 
tend to have the repairman used in lieu 
of the A and P certificated mechanic. 
The repairman certificate was initiated 
for the purpose of enabling repair sta¬ 
tions and air carriers to have certificated 
coverage in facilities engaged in the 
maintenance of components and appli¬ 
ances where it is not necessary or prac¬ 
tical to utilize the services of persons 
holding an A and P certificate. A fur¬ 
ther purpose was to enable Uie perform¬ 
ance of major repairs or alterations of 
propellers and any repairs or altera¬ 
tions of instruments that Part 55 pro¬ 
hibits an A and P mechanic from per¬ 
forming.

Indicating Instruments and 
Automatic Logging 

In the matter of amendment of 
IS 73.39. 73.320, and 73.688 of the Com¬ 
mission's rules and regulations pertain¬ 
ing to indicating Instruments and auto¬ 
matic logging. Docket No. 17338, RM- 
954. RM-1044. 

Report and order. X. On March 29, 
1967. responding to a petition filed by 
American Broadcasting Co., Inc., in 
which Wectlnghousc Broadcasting Co.. 
Inc.. Joined, and with respect to which 
Columbia Broadcasting System, Inc., 
filed supporting comment 4 ;, the Commis¬ 
sion issued a notice of proposed rule 
making. FCC 67-410. 32 F.R. 5564. look¬ 
ing toward amendment of 13 73.39, 
73.320, and 73.688 of the rules to permit 
the use of digital meters, printers, and 
other numerical readout devices for 
metering broadcast transmitters. The 
present rules have specifications only for 
conventional pointer and scale meters. 

2. A date of May 8.1967. was set as the 
deadline for the filing of comments, and 
June 8. 1967. for reply comments. At the 
request of Storer Broadcasting Co., these 
dates were extended to June 8 and July 
8,1967. respectively, by Commission order 
of May 1.1967. 

3. The following parties filed timely 
comments: 

Telmet Comp&ny (Telmet). 

Col Hub Radio Company (Ootlim). 

Rust Corporation (Rust). 

Moseley Associate* (Moeeley). 

Columbia Broadcasting System. Inc. (CBS), 
Storer Broadcasting Co. (Storer). 

Notional Association of Broad colters (NAB). 
American Broodcaitlng Cos.. Inc. (ABC). 

4. In summary, the Commission pro¬ 
posed to amend its rules to permit the 
employment of digital readout devices. 
If: 

(1) Conventional meters are main¬ 
tained at the transmitter. 

(2) The readout generally includes at 
least three digits and decimal point, and 
has an accuracy of at least 2 percent. 

(3> The readout for phase differences 
Includes four digits and decimal point, 
so that readings can be Indicated to 
decimal fractions of degrees. 

The Commission further indicated that 
it was considering imposing a require¬ 
ment that the device be calibrated with 
a laboratory voltmeter with a full scale 
accuracy of at least one-half of 1 per¬ 
cent. 

5. All parties supported the proposi¬ 
tion that the rules be amended to 
permit the use of digital readout devices. 
However, there was almost unanimous 
opposition to the proposals that decimal 
points be indicated In readouts, that 
phase differences be indicated to decimal 
fractions of degrees, and that the digital 
device be calibrated with a laboratory 
voltmeter. 


6. ABC and NAB supported the pro¬ 
posal that conventional meters be 
retained in the transmitter and antenna 
circuit. ABC notes that conventional 
meters can easily be removed for replace¬ 
ment and calibration. NAB states that 
such meters have proven dependable and 
accurate, are easily understood and fool¬ 
proof, and holds that they should remain 
the primary means for transmitter 
supervision and control. Collins, on the 
other hand, believes that the Commis¬ 
sion should permit the substitution of 
digital meters for the metering of all 
functions at the transmitter. Because of 
the cost of such meters, however, Collins 
believes that section 73.39 and the cor¬ 
responding sections of the FM and TV 
rules should be modified to make clear 
that only one indicator is necessary, 
which would be switched for the reading 
of the various parameters. Jacks could be 
provided in individual circuits for the 
temporary insertion of conventional 
meters for inspection or maintenance. 
8lorer notes that the field repair of 
digital meters is probably not feasible, 
and if they were used for the primary 
metering system, a spare wxmld be 
desirable. However, the expense of such 
meters militates against such a require¬ 
ment. 

7. All parties commenting on the ques¬ 
tion believe that there should be no real 
question as to the reliability of digital 
meters. Collins considers that the pos¬ 
sibility is small that a digital meter 
would fall in a mode in which its mal¬ 
functioning would not be immediately 
apparent. It notes that. In any event, the 
Commission rules penult operation 
without conventional meters for periods 
up to 60 days, with the implication that 
digital meter failure would not be a seri¬ 
ous matter. 

8. The majority of the parties com¬ 
menting on the proposal maintain that 
the inclusion of a decimal point In the 
digital readout is unnecessary, and adds 
complication and expense to the system. 
The requirement is particularly onerous 
as applied to automatic logging, if meter¬ 
ing information Is transmitted to a re¬ 
mote control point as binary coded digits. 

9. The parties generally agree that the 
digital display will have Its greatest use¬ 
fulness in automatic logging. A decimal 
point occupies needed log space and its 
inclusion offers little advantage over the 
provision on the face of the log of a 
legend Indicating the decimal multiplier 
to be applied to the evaluation of a par¬ 
ticular parameter. ABC called attention 
to the fact that such multipliers should 
not be equated to the "arbitrary scales 
and conversion charts'*, the use of which 
is prohibited by the proposed rules. 

10. There is agreement that a three- 
digit display is sufficient to provide 2 per¬ 
cent rcadtng accuracy, if ail three digits 
are significant figures. No strong oppo¬ 
sition was raised to such an accuracy 
requirement, which Is substantially In 
excess of that which can be achieved 
with conventional meters, employed in 
accordance with existing rules. 

11. With respect to the display of 
phase differences, several parties em¬ 
phasized that a three-figure readout will 
accommodate indications to the nearest 
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degree, the greatest accuracy of which 
the ordinary phase monitor is capable. 
Therefore, it was contended that the 
fourth digit and decimal point specified 
in the proposed rule is redundant. Where 
highly precise phase monitors are em¬ 
ployed. appropriate displays could be 
authorized on a case-by-case basis. 

12. Collins believes that tire digital in¬ 
strument should be calibrated against a 
highly accurate standard, but suggests 
the use of a standard voltage source. It 
notes such sources are quite costly, but 
station gear might be calibrated by an 
outside party on a contract basis. Rust 
agrees on the use of a reference source, 
if the digital meter is used for primary 
monitoring at the transmitter. Roth 
Telmet and Moseley point out that the 
typical digital instrument is considerably 
more accurate than a one-half of l per¬ 
cent laboratory meter, and oppose cali¬ 
bration by such a meter primarily for 
this reason. On the other hand. ABC and 
NAB. who favor the retention of con¬ 
ventional meters at the transmitter, 
oppose calibration with a laboratory 
meter on the basis that calibration to the 
degree of accuracy proposed is unreal¬ 
istic and unnecessary, since the ultimate 
accuracy of the digital meter indication 
will depend on the accuracy of station 
meters against which it is calibrated. 
Storer agrees that if conventional meters 
are to be used for logging parameters at 
the transmitter, a separate, highly pre¬ 
cise calibration of the digital instrument 
is pointless. CBS does not object to this 
requirement, but states the Commission 
notice is unclear as to whether the cali¬ 
bration should be only of the instrument, 
or should Include associated circuitry 
which may affect its accuracy. Also, the 
Commission has failed to indicate how 
often the device should be calibrated. 

13. Storer questions the need for the 
additional accuracy afforded by digital 
devices, even if the rules permitted a sta¬ 
tion to take full advantage of this ac¬ 
curacy. It suggests that broadcast sta¬ 
tions can be kept well within prescribed 
operating tolerances with conventional 
meters and any tightening of these toler¬ 
ances would not result in a detectable 
improvement in broadcast service. 

14. Rust suggests that the real gain 
accruing from the use of digital displays 
and readouts is in the reduction of op¬ 
erator’s reading errors. 

15. The petition of ABC which initi¬ 
ated this proceeding by requesting the 
Commission to authorize the use of digi¬ 
tal instruments, offered, as the principal 
reason for their use. the greater inherent 
accuracy of such instruments. However, 
it would appear that the principal inter¬ 
est of the majority of those commenting 
in tills proceeding and favoring the use 
of such instruments is in the preparation 
of automatically printed numeric logs, 
in lieu of the graphical logs which the 
Commission’s rules now contemplate. 
While numeric logs, as Rust notes, will 
undoubtedly reduce reading errors, the 
accuracy of the printed Indications can 
be no better than that of the instruments 
against which the digital Instrument is 
calibrated. With the accuracy of conven¬ 


tional meters ABC, among others, ap¬ 
pears content. 

16. The rules proposed by the Commis¬ 
sion require the retention of conven¬ 
tional meters at the transmitter. Ob¬ 
viously, these rules would permit the use 
of digital instruments at a remote con¬ 
trol point, but arc not specific as to 
whether, if a digital instrument is pro¬ 
vided at the transmitter In addition to the 
conventional meters, it can be used for 
logging operating parameters, in lieu 
of the conventional meters. If this is 
permitted, obviously the superior ac¬ 
curacy of digital instruments can be 
utilized. 

17. As mentioned above. Storer has 
questioned whether accuracy greater 
than provided by conventional meters is 
desirable or necessary. In this connection, 
there appears to be two general questions 
which are pertinent: 

cl> Do conventional meters, utilized 
as permitted by present rules, provide 
sufficiently accurate indications to assure 
that a station is operating within the 
tolerances prescribed in the rules? 

(2) Are there any tolerances which 
should be made more restrictive, but, if 
Lightened, could not be accurately moni¬ 
tored under present rules for meters and 
their employment? 

18. We will not examine these ques¬ 
tions exhaustively, but will consider two 
examples. Section 73.57(a) of the rules 
requires that the operating power of a 
station not exceed the licensed power by 
more than 5 percent. Section 73.38(b) (2) 
permits antenna current to be read with 
a meter having an accuracy of ±2 per¬ 
cent of the full scale reading, and with a 
normal indication of as little as 0.2 of the 
full scale reading. The error in the an¬ 
tenna current reading by such a meter 
under such conditions can be as great as 

. or 10 percent. A rather generally 

0.2 

applied rule of thumb requires that the 
maximum error of measurement not ex¬ 
ceed one-half of the tolerance applying 
to the parameter being measured. In the 
example cited, the possible measurement 
error is four times this amount. Even as¬ 
suming that the antenna current is ac¬ 
curately Indicated, it should be noted 
that the difference in scale readings for 
the licensed power input, and for input 
5 percent above this figure is. in the ex¬ 
ample above, only one-fourth of one 
scale division. For the minimum scale 
length permitted by the rules, this cor¬ 
responds to a pointer movement along 
the scale of less than one-twenty-fourth 
of an inch. 

19. Section 73.57(b) requires that the 
ratios of the antenna current in the ele¬ 
ments of a directional antenna system be 
maintained within 5 percent of those 
specified in the license. The licensed val¬ 
ues of these currents arc determined by 
the proof of performance and, .therefore, 
it is the deviations from those values, 
rather than their absolute levels which 
is important. It is quite clear that it can 
be difficult to monitor the 5 percent de¬ 
viations accurately under present stand¬ 
ards. Moreover, this tolerance Is one 
which the Commission feels may be too 


lenient, even for many "noncritical ar¬ 
rays. Under present metering rules, how- 
ever, any tightening of the tolerance 
w ould be unrealistic. 

20. In view of the above examples, ve 
would assert that greater metering ac¬ 
curacy than required by the Commit 
sion’s rules is, indeed, desirable. Better 
accuracy of course, can be achieve d by 
other means than by the use of a digital 
device. Despite the latitude afforded by 
present rules, good engineering practice 
should require that conventional meters 
be utilized with scales such that normal 
indications are near the full scale read¬ 
ings. Also, conventional meters with 1 
percent of full scale accuracy are avail¬ 
able at prices not greatly exceeding those 
of 2 percent meters. Nevertheless, while 
the average digital meter has an absolute 
accuracy which is probably greater than 
is necessary for the purpose. It does have 
a real and useful advantage over conven¬ 
tional meters in broadcast monitoring— 
its far greater resolution—which permit* 
deviations in parameters to be more ac¬ 
curately and easily determined. 

21. On the basis of the comments and 
our own further examination of the digi¬ 
tal instrument field. w f e are now con¬ 
vinced that there is no substantial 
question as to their reliability. If conven¬ 
tional meters are logged at the transmit¬ 
ter. and a remote digital meter calibrated 
against these meters, we agree that it is 
pointless to separately calibrate the in¬ 
strument with any better degree of ac¬ 
curacy. since the metering system used 
at the transmitter will determine the 
maximum accuracy to be realized at a 
remote monitoring point. If higher ac¬ 
curacy is desirable at the transmitter, ai 
w'e believe it is, it would be preferable 
to accomplish this by appropriate 
changes In the rules. We are considering 
such action. However, in the interim, we 
would encourage the use of more exact 
measuring Instruments. 

22. Accordingly, we will permit digital 
meter indications to be read and entered 
in the operating log at the transmitter. 

23. We agree with Collins and Storer 
that, because of the cost, it will not In 
most cases, be possible to use Individual 
digital meters for monitoring each of the 
basic operating parameters. However, we 
ore unwilling to permit reliance on one 
meter. Collins, as previously noted has 
suggested that since the Commission * 
rules contemplate operation of a broad¬ 
cast transmitter for periods of substan¬ 
tial length without a defective meter wc 
should not be too concerned with uw 
possibility of digital meter failure Thu 
argument fails to recognize the difference 
in the effect of the failure of an instru¬ 
ment which meters a single parame.cr 
or function, and of a multipurpose ruetc 
whose malfunctioning can result in m 
loss of supervision over most. If not a . 
of the critical operating parameters « 
the broadcast system. Therefore. * 
though a licensee may elect to read ana 
log the operating parameters a. m 
transmitter with a digital Instrument, 
will require the retention of oonveo*»“ 
meters at the transmitter and in the an¬ 
tenna circuit for standby use, unit* 
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there ia maintained at the transmitter a 
spare digital Instrument, so installed or 
equipped as to permit its immediate sub¬ 
stitution should malfunctioning of the 
main instrument occur. 

24 We are persuaded by the arguments 
cf the parties that it is unnecessary to 
include a decimal point in the display or 
printout, and that Its omission is un¬ 
likely to result In errors. Also, the deci¬ 
mal iK>int may occupy needed space in 
a printout Whether, as some of those 
commenting contend, its use would in¬ 
volve substantial complication and addi¬ 
tional expense, would seem to depend, to 
a considerable extent, on the place where 
the decimal point is Introduced Into the 
system. If it is transmitted as coded 
Information to a remote control point 
morr complicated coding will be required; 
on the other hand, the adjustment of 
a digital voltmeter display of an 
Analog Input to Include a properly 
placed decimal point may present no 
major difficulty. 

25 We will also modify the require¬ 
ment for a four-digit indication of phase 
differences, although with some reluc¬ 
tance. It should be observed that for a 
display to three significant figures of 
other operating parameters, the instru¬ 
ment resolution Is substantially better 
than the overall accuracy required, but 
a three-digit phase display in whole dc- 
mres gives resolution which Just equals 
the rated accuracy of many phase moni¬ 
tors Thus, although the average devia¬ 
tion would be smaller, at any particular 
time the phase Indication of a three- 
disit device may lag the electrical output 
of the phase monitor by nearly a full 
degree This could be a significant differ¬ 
ence If the monitor Indication is close to 
t set tolerance. However, the Coxnmis- 
iton’s rules do not presently prescribe a 
tolerance for phase deviations, and es¬ 
tablishment of a three-digit readout will 
permit uniform rules to be applied to the 
Indication of all parameters. 

26. The proposed rules are being 
amended to delete the prohibition against 
the use of arbitrary scales and conversion 
charts since the requirement In the 
amended rules that indications be direct 
or decimal multiples of the values of the 
Parameters measured adequately defines 
and limits the form of the readout per¬ 
mitted. 

27 Where a numerical readout device 
h used at a remote control point. It will 
he calibrated against the meter or meters 
used bj read and log the operating pa¬ 
rameters at the transmission, as provided 
m the present rules. 

-8 If such a device Is used for reading 
JU® hogging parameters at the trans- 
m Itter. the licensee will be expected to 
jaahitaln its reading accuracy within the 
Percentage established by the attached 
[Jp* The Commission will not prescribe 
, ri cana to be employed by each 11- 
censee in complying with this requi re¬ 
lief? 1 * The instrument Itself may be 
cjujbratcd against (1) an Internal check

against a spare digital instru- 
If one Is maintained. (3) against 
Vk exU; rnal precision voltage standard, 


or (4) against a precision d'Arsonval 
meter. The external components can be 
checked with a bridge, or by the sub¬ 
stitution of other components of known 
accuracy. Other methods may suggest 
themselves. We do not believe, that per¬ 
mitted this flexibility, licensees will find 
it difficult or burdensome to meet and 
maintain the required accuracy. 

29. Moseley again has urged that the 
rules require an Indication of an out-of- 
tolerance condition be made on a printed 
log by means of printing of a different 
color, an asterisk, or some other means, 
and argues persuasively for the utility of 
this device. We agree that such a func¬ 
tion Is desirable, although not strictly 
necessary. The remote control system 
marketed by Moseley includes facilities 
for such Indications. However. Moseley 
has not indicated the difficulties which 
might be encountered by others in adopt¬ 
ing this feature If it were made manda¬ 
tory for all numeric automatic logging 
systems. Since, in the original notice, the 
Commission indicated that this proposal 
would not be considered in the instant 
proceeding no other party has com¬ 
mented on this particular subject. There¬ 
fore. we will not require that automatic 
logging systems be capable of providing 
printed indications of out-of-tolerance 
conditions. However, nothing in the rules 
wc now adopt would preclude the in¬ 
corporation of this feature in any such 
system. 

30. Accordingly, it is ordered. Effective 
October 30, 1967, that Part 73 of the 
rules and regulations is amended as set 
forth below. Authority for the rule 
amendments adopted herein Is contained 
In sections 4<t) and 303(r) of the Com¬ 
munications Act of 1934, as amended. 

31. /f is further ordered. That this 
proceeding is hereby terminated.

In the matter of amendment of 
i 74.950(f) of the Commission rules and 
regulations with respect to suppression 
of out-of-band emissions by Instruc¬ 
tional Television Fixed Stations. 

1. Section 74.950(f) of the rules, gov¬ 
erning Instructional Television Fixed 
Stations, requires that transmitting ap¬ 
paratus used solely for relaying signals 
received from other stations, and accom¬ 
plishing the relay by simple heterodyne 
conversion of the Incoming signal and 
retransmission, comply with the provi¬ 
sions of 3 74.750 (c), (e). and (f), govern¬ 
ing TV broadcast translators. In lieu of 
the stricter requirements of 3 73.637. gov¬ 
erning TV broad cast stations, which ap¬ 
ply to other ITFS transmitters. 

2. On July 7. 1965. the Commission 
amended f 74.750(c) as a part of the 
proceedings In Docket No. 15858, so as to 
require greater suppression of out-of- 
band emissions by TV broadcast trans¬ 
lators operating with a power output In 
excess of 10 watts (1 FCC 2d 15. 30 F.R. 
8843). Although It was not Intended to do 
so. this amendment had the effect of ap¬ 
plying th e stri cter suppression require¬ 
ment to ITFS relay transmitters oper¬ 
ating In the 2500 MHz band, because of 
the cross-reference In 3 74.950(f). As a 
result. Instructional Television Fixed 
Stations operating In a translator mode 
arc required to suppress out-of-band 
emission 10 decibels more than Instruc¬ 
tional Television Fixed Stations that are 
directly modulated and in which such 
suppression is easier to achieve.

Appraisement of Imported 
Merchandise 

Notice is hereby given that under au¬ 
thority of section 500 of the TarifT Act of 
1930. as amended (19 U.S.C. 1500), it is 
proposed to make certain changes in the 
methods of obtaining information con¬ 
cerning the selling practices of manu¬ 
facturers and sellers In Japan. 

Considerable difficulty has been ex¬ 
perienced in obtaining such information 
where the merchandise has been exported 
to the United States pursuant to trans¬ 
actions involving agents or other parties 
acting either on behalf of the Importer 
or the seller. It has been established that 
the vast majority of sales for export to 
the United Stales are made on an f.o.b. 
port basis. 

At the present time, unverified docu¬ 
mentation attesting to freely offered ex- 
factory sales is submitted to customs 
officers at ports of entry. Inquiries con¬ 
cerning submitted information often fail 
to support such documentation and lead 
to penalty claims against the importers, 
who may have been unaware of the facts 
and may have believed that the Informa¬ 
tion they supplied was accurate and in 
compliance with ail applicable customs 
requirements. 

In order to appraise merchandise from 
Japan as It is usually bought and sold. 
In accordance with the valuation pro¬ 
visions of the Tariff Act of 1930. ns 
amended, the Bureau of Customs pro¬ 
poses that all merchandise exported from 
Japan will be appraised at f.o.b. values. 
Including all costs, charges, and expenses 
incident to bringing the merchandise to 
the port ready for shipment, unless the 
manufacturer or seller has satisfactorily 
established before the appraisement of 
such merchandise that his methods of 
sale warrant appraisement on a different 
basis. Any manufacturer or seller who 
believes that he may be able satisfactorily 
to establish a different method of sale 
may appear before the UJ5. customs rep- 
resentatlve in Japan and execute a docu¬ 
ment, subject to such verification as may 
be necessary or appropriate, attesting 
to the method or methods of sale utilized 
by him. Tills information may also be 
submitted by mall to the customs repre¬ 
sentatives in Japan after being appro¬ 
priately attested to under Japanese law. 
After verification, this information will 
be disseminated to all customs officers 
concerned, and will be used for appraise¬ 
ment purposes In the absence of evidence 
of contrary facts in a given case. 

Under this procedure. Importers will 
be tentatively advised, upon presentation 


of evidence of an intention to enter 
merchandise at a UB. port in accordance 
with } 14.4 of the Customs Regulations, 
whether the merchandise may be re¬ 
garded as subject to appraisement on any 
basis other than f.o.b. port of shipment. 

An importer will continue to have the 
right to submit information which he 
believes to be pertinent to the value of 
merchandise imported by him and which 
he believes establishes that the merchan¬ 
dise should be appraised at an ex-factory 
value. However, Information submitted 
by importers will be subject to verifica¬ 
tion in Japan and appraisements will be 
made on an f.o.b. basis with respect to 
all merchandise imported prior to such 
verification. Accordingly, any Importer 
believing that ex-factory basis of valua¬ 
tion applies to his imported merchandise 
should make every effort to see that 
appropriate information is supplied by 
the exporter to the U.S. customs repre¬ 
sentative in Japan before shipment is 
made. 

The proposed change, If adopted, will 
become effective 120 days after it Is pub¬ 
lished In the Federal Rroister. The Bu¬ 
reau of Customs will make available to 
interested parties, on request. Informa¬ 
tion as to whether or not a particular 
firm’s status has been verified as indi¬ 
cated above.

ifJzfSrtP* regulations to meet current 
nnustrial practices and procedures so 
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that these requirements will be further¬ 
ing the development of an efficient and 
effective merchant marine. 

9. The existing Marine Engineering 
Regulations provide in a general format 
the Coast Guard’s established procedures 
to provide safety in the design, fabrica¬ 
tion. and repair of boilers, pressure ves¬ 
sels. pressure piping, and machinery for 
marine applications. Most fabricators of 
pressure components for the marine field 
also fabricate similar items for land use. 
While the Coast Guard's existing regu¬ 
lations do parallel certain national codes 
and standards, their format and ar¬ 
rangement have necessitated fabricators 
to utilize and maintain two distinct and 
complete sets of rules. This situation has 
led to unnecessary duplication and ex¬ 
pense. The proposed regulations in this 
agenda will directly utilize as their basic 
foundation those standards already fa¬ 
miliar to the pressure component de¬ 
signer and fabricator and will clearly 
Identify those areas in which modifica¬ 
tions are required for marine applica¬ 
tions. %uch an arrangement Is expected 
to provide the fabricator savings in the 
standards area. 

10. The differences which exist be¬ 
tween the current regulations and the 
parallel commercial codes have been 
greatly reduced or eliminated. Those dif¬ 
ferences which remain do so because of 
(1) the marine environment, or *2) long 
standing practices, or <3> they arc cur¬ 
rent requirements, and the reasons for 
their retention are that proposals for 
their elimination have been conflicting 
or Inconclusive. It Is realized that differ¬ 
ences which cannot be Justified by the 
marine environment cause fabricators 
unnecessary expense and delay. It is ex¬ 
pected that in actions subsequent to this, 
the remaining differences which are now 
clearly defined can be thoroughly inves¬ 
tigated and If possible eliminated. 

11. Additionally, the proposed regula¬ 
tions, by referencing the national codes 
and standards, will provide detailed In¬ 
formation not available In the current 
regulations. It is expected that this will 
shorten delays and reduce expeases by 
eliminating the need for many interpre¬ 
tations which are now necessary. 

12. To publish and keep current a de¬ 
tailed body of marine engineering regula¬ 
tions covering in comparable detail the 
material included in the applicable in¬ 
dustry codes proposed for adoption, as 
well as covering the special provisions 
peculiar to marine requirements, would 
demand an encyclopedia of regulations. 
Even if this were otherwise practical. It 
would require a large staff to keep these 
regulations current in this age of tech¬ 
nical advance. 

13. Fortunately, the amendment to 
section 3 of the Administrative Pro¬ 
cedures Act < Public Law 89-487. 5 U.S.C. 
552), provides an avenue for an ideal 
arrangement. It, in effect, allows ac¬ 
ceptance of those voluntary standards 
or codes (or portions thereof) which are 
deemed satisfactory. By proper incor¬ 
poration by references these standards or 
codes will then have the same effect as 
regulations. Such adoption and use of 
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standards or codes will also proride for 
savings to the taxpayer. 

14. The rewrite of the Marine Engi¬ 
neering Regulations. Subchapter F. be¬ 
gan in early 1965. In January 1967. a 
preliminary rough draft was distributed 
to Interested parties for criticism and 
comment. Written critiques received 
from over 50 different sources were con¬ 
sidered and incorporated in the regula¬ 
tions which follow. 

15. The physical format of the re¬ 
vised regulations follows the arrange¬ 
ment of the American Society of Me¬ 
chanical Engineers <ASME) Boiler and 
Pressure Vessel Code and the Power Pip¬ 
ing Section of the United States of 
America Standard Institute <USASI> 
Code for Pressure Piping. Each part 
(chapter) Is generally complete In Itself 
with a minimum of cross reference to 
other regulations. This change is in re¬ 
sponse to numerous criticisms of the 
existing regulations; l.e., the require¬ 
ments for a specific item appear 
throughout the regulations and are not 
contained in a single part. 

16. The proposed arrangement of each 
part of the regulations will follow that of 
the particular code which It follows and 
adopts. This arrangement permits easy 
Identification of differences for marine 
usage, which are spelled out in tabular 
form in each part for the convenience of 
the user. 

17. A short summary In paragraphs 18 
to 35 describes proposed regulations. A 
more detailed summary is given with 
each Item. 

Part SO—General Provisions (Item 
PH 20-6 7). 18. It Introduces the adoption 
of Industry codes, delineates the appli¬ 
cation of the regulations, outlines general 
plan review, defines inspection require¬ 
ments during fabrication by the Coast 
Guard Inspectors, and outlines the pro¬ 
cedure for material certification. The 
procedures followed for material certifi¬ 
cation are identical to those used by the 
ASME Code for plate, pipe and tubing, 
castings, and forgings. The new Part 50 
con talas some of the requirements pre¬ 
viously in Parts 50 and 52. The existing 
affidavit system covering valves, flanges 
and fittings is being retained until the 
time when adequate commercial specifi¬ 
cations for those items are available. The 
requirement for mill inspection of all 
material previously called Class A has 
been deleted, however. Coast Guard In¬ 
spectors retain the right to make such 
mill visits as may be necessary. 

19. A new section for uniformity in 
numbering power boilers, heating boilers 
and unfired pressure vessels has been 
added. This section together with the 
material In Part 63 will eliminate the 
need for marking heating boilers under 
specification No. 162.003. and package 
boilers under 46 CFR 162.026. 46 CFR 
162.026 will be canceled. Specification 
Approval No. 162.003 Is now used for 
numbering purposes only. The Certifi¬ 
cates of Approval bearing basic numbers 
162.003 and 162.026 will be terminated 
after the proposed regulations are pub¬ 
lished as Marine Engineering Regula¬ 
tions. 
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Part SI —(VacantK 20. The previous 
Part 51—Materials has been redistrib¬ 
uted. Certification of materials now ap¬ 
pears in Part 50. Material requirements, 
both chemical and physical as well as 
markings, and nondestructive test re¬ 
quirements. are now included by refer¬ 
ence to sections I. HI. IV. VIII. and the 
section n on materials of the ASME 
Code. These references are located in 
Parts 52, 53, 54. and 55 of these regula¬ 
tions. Materials for piping systems are 
included within Part 56. 

Part 52—Power Boilers (Item PH 

21- 67). 21. Part 52 provides for the adop¬ 
tion of section I of the ASME Code. 
Previously most of this material ap¬ 
peared in Part 52 of the regulations, 
however, welding was in Part 56, testing 
in Part 61 and materials in Part 5i. This 
made it extremely difficult to follow the 
requirements for new construction. Dif¬ 
ferences which previously existed be¬ 
tween Part 52 and section I concerning 
boUe-r water-tube wall thicknesses have 
been eliminated, however the prohibi¬ 
tion against tube threading has been 
continued. Piping areas which are cov¬ 
ered in section I of the ASME Code have 
been excluded and the requirements of 
Part 56 applied to provide for con¬ 
sistency. 

Parf 53 —Heating Boilers (Item PH 

22- 67 ). 22. Much of this information was 
previously presented in Part 53. The new 
Part 53 adopts section IV of the ASME 
Code. A situation similar to that in the 
case of power boilers, in which require¬ 
ments were spread out amongst several 
parts, has been corrected. The pressure 
coverage for hot water heating and 
supply boilers has been broadened over 
the existing regulations. Steam boilers 
in this section continue to a maximum 
pressure of 30 p.s.i.g. even though section 
IV of the ASME Code cuts off at 15 p.sJ.g. 

Parf 54—Unfired Pressure Vessels 
(Item PH 23-67). 23. Pressure vessels 
were previously covered under Part 54. 
The new Part 54 adopts section VIII of 
the ASME Code. It continues the present 
method of classifying vessels as to service 
temperature and pressure, and includes 
provisions to class low temperature ves¬ 
sels. All requirements for the construc¬ 
tion of unfired pressure vessels now ap¬ 
pear in this single chapter Instead of in 
several places. Requirements for the 
acceptance of certain small unflred 
pressure vessels which previously re¬ 
quired Coast Guard inspection have been 
changed to permit acceptance of vessels 
built to the ASME Code. This will reduce 
overall fabrication costs on these ves¬ 
sels. 

24. A table which Includes all the 
various pressure vessels and boilers cov¬ 
ered by the regulations and gives the 
user a quick reference to the part of the 
regulations which applies appears in 
Part 54 and is referenced in other parts. 
A new section covers regulations pre¬ 
viously appearing in Parts 38 and 40 of 
Subchaptcr D and 98 of Supcliapter I on 
the sizing of safety valves for cargo tanks 
under fire conditions. This eliminates 
duplication, chance for error and places 
all similar material in one location. 


Existing requirements covering test 
plates and radiography remain un¬ 
changed and differ from those in section 
VIII. 

Part 55 —Nuclear Pressure Vessels 
(Item PH 24-67 ). 25. These vessels were 
not specifically covered under the present 
regulations. This new part adopts section 
in of the ASME Code. All new marine 
nuclear power plant pressure vessels are 
to be built in accordance with this part. 
This relatively recent addition to the 
ASME Code provides for higher allow¬ 
able stresses than permitted for boilers 
and other pressure vessels but provides 
for detailed analysis, additional nonde¬ 
structive testing, and increased quality 
assurance. 

Part 56—Piping Systems and Appur- 
tenances (Item PH 25-67). 26. Adopts 
USAS B31.1.0 (1967 edition of B31.1). 
This part covers the material previously 
appearing In Part 55. Sections on refrig¬ 
eration, steering, hydraulics, and LPG 
cooking and heating systems have been 
moved to Part 58—Auxiliary Machinery. 
The new Part 56 covers the same basic 
shipboard piping systems previously 
covered, with major changes in overboard 
discharge systems due to the 1966 Load- 
line Convention. Sections on nonmetallic 
materials, expansion Joints, and thermal 
analysis have been expanded to provide 
for new developments covering current 
accepted practices. New sections appear 
for nuclear and low temperature piping 
again specifying current accepted prac¬ 
tices. 

Part 57—Welding and Brazing (Item 
PH 26-67 ). 27. Part 57 adopts section DC 
of the ASME Code. Welding requirements 
appeared previously In Part 56. Work¬ 
manship test plate requirements and 
toughness assurance tests appear in this 
part and are unchanged from the cur¬ 
rent regulations and accepted proce¬ 
dures. These requirements represent an 
area of differences from the referenced 
codes. Other material which appeared in 
the old Part 56 on design, nondestructive 
testing, and brazing have been deleted 
and now are covered in the ASME Code 
as adopted. 

Part 58—Main and Auxiliary Machin¬ 
ery (Item 27-67). 28. Part 58 contains 
material which was previously in Part 
57 and also now includes other items re¬ 
located to tills part for the convenience 
of the user. 

Part 59—Repairs to Boilers , Unfired 
Pressure Vessels, and Appurtenances 
(Item PIl 28-67). 29. New Part 59 con¬ 
tains material previously in Part 58. It Is 
unchanged except that repairs pertinent 
to new construction have been deleted 
and are now covered in the ASME Code 
as adopted. Present Part 59 has been re¬ 
located within the new Part 58. 

Part 66 — (Vacant). 30. Previous Part 
60 was also vacant. It is available for fu¬ 
ture topics. 

Part 61—Periodic Tests and Inspec¬ 
tion (Item PH 29-67). 31. These require¬ 
ments were previously under Part 61 but 
the scope of the new part has been re¬ 
duced In that inspection for new con¬ 
struction has been deleted since it now 
appears in Parts 52 through 58. Material 


on periodic Inspection which appeared I 
previously in other parts has been relo- I 
cated here for the convenience of the 
ship operator and the inspector. 

Part 62 — (Vacant). 32. Tills part wig 
be used for regulations covering auto¬ 
matic controls for propulsion boilen 
when Ihey become available. 

Part 63—Automatic Auxiliary Heating 
Equipment (Item PH 30-67). 33. Part 
63 contains material previously appear¬ 
ing In Subchapter Q-^Speclflcation 162* 
026, automatically controlled packaged 
boilers. Coverage has been expanded to 
provide realistic requirements for both 
large and small auxiliary steam boilers, 
water heaters, and thermal fluid heaters 
46 CFR 162.026 will be canceled and list¬ 
ing In Equipment Lists, CG-190. will be 
eliminated. 

Miscellaneous changes in other regula¬ 
tions (Item PH 31-67). 34. The proposed 
revision of the "Marine Engineering 
Regulations and Material Speclflca'iom" 
(CO-115), and the proposed adoption of 
certain nationally accepted industrial 
codes, standards and specifications, by 
reference as permitted by section 3 of the I 
Administrative Procedure Act (5 U-S.C. 
552). will require miscellaneous changes I 
in other rules and regulations governing I 
merchant vessel inspection and certifies- | 
tion by the Coast Guard which refer lom 
or complement the "Marine Engineering 
Reglations." Additionally, other changes 
are proposed because of the change in 
concept of these regulations and certain | 
modifications are desired because of 
changes in procedures and practices 

Authority for marine engineering regu¬ 
lations . 35. The authority for the pro¬ 
posed regulations governing marim en-;

36. The general provisions governing 
orlne engineering and material spec m 
ations have been expanded by trar- 
rring to 46 CFR Part 50 those wulre- 
jnts of a general nature, which h* 
en previously published in other P* 
these regulations. It is proposed 
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amend the Marine Engineering Regula¬ 
tion* and Material Specifications (CG- 
115 < in Subchapter P—Marine Engineer¬ 
ing of Chapter I of 46 CFR in their en¬ 
tirety, In other word s the present rules 
and regulations in 46 CFR Parts 50 to 61. 
Inclusive, will be replaced by the propos¬ 
als in this agenda which are designated 
46 CFR Parts 50 to S3. Inclusive. 

37 It Is proposed to revised 46 CFR 
Part 50 in its entirety. The authority for 
regulations in 46 CFR 50.01-1 bring up- 
todate the citations and references to 
laws governing inspection of vessels. The 
major change emphasizes that ocean- 
wrraphic vessels may not be considered 
as passenger or cargo vessels; however, 
oceanographic vessels may be still sub¬ 
ject to these regulations by virtue of the 
propulsion system or displacement of 
panicular vessels and required to be in¬ 
spected and certificated by the Coast 
Guard. 

38 The basis and purpose of these 
regulations, as described in 46 CFR Sub- 
part 50.01. have been expanded to de¬ 
scribe the statutory authority to pre¬ 
scribe regulations which apply to specific 
cat< uorles of vessels described In the reg¬ 
ulations governing Inspection and certifi¬ 
cation, and the assignment of functions 
under the Department of Transporta¬ 
tion.

39 It Is proposed to add 46 CFR Sub¬ 
part 50.05 describing the application of 
the ^ regulations to the marine engineer¬ 
ing dentils of installations contracted for 
or built on or after July 1.

F °r many years the Coast Guard 
1 > mp has been Impressed on various 
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types of nameplates. The proposed 46 
CFR 50.10-25 states the Coast Guard 
symbol means that Impression stamped 
on the nameplates of boilers, pressure 
vessels, and safety valves by a marine 
inspector and the existing wording in 
46 CFR 51.01-60(b) is reworded to em¬ 
phasize that this Coast Ouard symbol Is 
used by Coast Guard marine inspectors 
only. 

42. It 1s proposed to introduce a new 
method of numbering boilers and pres¬ 
sure vessels to facilitate recognition by 46 
CFR 50.10-30. The proposal provides the 
number shall be assigned by the Officer In 
Charge. Marine Inspection, who makes 
the final tests and Inspection. The num¬ 
ber consists of three capital letters iden¬ 
tifying the local office, followed by a 
serial number, the first two numbers fol¬ 
lowing the letters being the calendar 
year the number was assign ed. 

43. The proposals In 46 CFR Subpart 
50.15 adopts by reference various Indus¬ 
trial specifications, standards, and codes 
and to the extent described In the regu¬ 
lations this adoption in effect makes such 
referenced material have the same effect 
as rules and regulations published in the 
Federal Register. With respect to 
changes, interpretations, and exceptions 
to referenced material, the Coast Guard 
normally will not consider such requests 
until evidence Ls submitted indicating 
that the Issuing organization has issued 
a ruling or has refused to consider the 
request. 

44. As permitted by section 3 of the 
Administrative Procedure Act (5 U.S.C. 
552). new regulations have been proposed 
to incorporate by reference into the 
Marine Engineering Regulations, certain 
industry or Government specifications, 
standards, and codes. Including addenda 
and changes, which have been adopted 
and used by the Coast Guard In the per¬ 
formance of Its regulatory functions. 1f 
adopted, these referenced specifications, 
standards, and codes will then have the 
same force as regulations published in 
the Federal Register and violations 
thereof may be proceeded against the 
violators as though such requirements 
were published In Coast Guard regula¬ 
tions. Briefly, tills acceptance encom¬ 
passes the following: 

a. Industry and Government specifi¬ 
cations. standards, and codes, Including 
any addenda or changes, when specifi¬ 
cally Identified In tills subchapter, of the 
Issue In effect on the date plans are ap¬ 
proved or the date on which described 
Items are manufactured or built, arc 
adopted and shall form a part of the reg¬ 
ulations of this subchapter subject to the 
conditions and reservations os set forth 
In this subpart. 

b. Unless specifically noted or stated 
otherwise In the regulations In this sub- 
chapter. the current issue of the specifi¬ 
cations. standards. And codes. Including 
any addenda or changes when described 
in the regulations in this subchapter, 
shall be used unless the Commandant 
gives special permission to use an issue of 
an earlier date when circumstances war¬ 
rant such actions. 

c. Copies of the specifications, stand¬ 
ards. and codes, including any addenda 
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or changes, referred to In this subchapter 
and forming a part of the regulations of 
this subchapter under normal conditions 
are generally available to the public and 
may be purchased or obtained from the 
Issuing authority, unless specifically in¬ 
dicated otherwise. Upon request and dur¬ 
ing normal office hours, copies of the 
specifications, standards, and codes, in¬ 
cluding any addenda or changes, refer¬ 
red to in this subchapter may be ex¬ 
amined at Coast Guard Headquarters. A 
set of these specifications, standards, and 
codes, including any addenda or changes, 
will be maintained at Coast Guard Head¬ 
quarters so long as they are in effect, and 
for a period of 10 years thereafter. 

45. The specifications, standards, and 
codes proposed to be included In the ref¬ 
erenced materials, subject to conditions 
and limitations described in proposals, 
include: 

a. The "ASME Boiler and Pressure 
Vessel Code.” published by the American

b The “USASI Standards’ 4 of the 
United States of America Standards 
Institute.

c. The "NFPA Standard No. 302.”

Association, 60 Batterymarch Street, 
Boston. Mass. 02110. 

f. The "TEMA Standards" for Class 
"C” and Class "R" heat exchangers 
issued by the Tubular Exchanger Manu¬ 
facturers Association. Inc.. 331 Madison 
Avenue. New York. N.Y. 10017. 

46. It is also proposed to add the Coast 
Guard's policies and procedures with re¬ 
spect to changes. Interpretations, and 
exceptions to referenced material which 
have the force of Coast Guard regula¬ 
tions. Briefly, the policy is to have 
requests regarding changes. Interpreta¬ 
tions. or exceptions presented to the 
issuing organization for resolutions; 
however, the right to provide specific 
exceptions or to restrict or to Umlt the 
use of a referenced specification, stand¬ 
ard. or code, including any addenda or 
change, is expressly reserved. If such 
exception or restrictive action has gen¬ 
eral applicability, then it will be pub¬ 
lished as a rule or regulation under rule- 
making procedures governing emergency 
situations. 

47. It is proposed to add as 46 CFR 
Subpart 50.20 the requirements govern¬ 
ing plan submittal and approval. These 
requirements arc restatements of exist¬ 
ing provisions in other ports in the exist¬ 
ing Marine Engineering Regulations. 
The procedures have been modified be¬ 
cause certain marine inspection offices 
may not have the facilities for required 
plan review. In certain instances the 
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proposals restate existing requirements 
in 46 CFR 52.01-5* 52.01-20* 52.01-30, 
52.01-60* and 52.01-85. 

48. It is proposed to add as 46 CFR 
Subpart 50.25 general provisions regard¬ 
ing certification of materials manufac¬ 
tured by certain manufacturers. Many 
of the basic requirements are restated 
in general terms so that application 
“across the board” may be accomplished. 
In certain Instances, the proposals re¬ 
flect the present practices followed by 
the Coast Guard, and have been previ¬ 
ously published in specific regulations in 
other parts in the Marine Engineering 
Regulations. 

40. The proposal designated 46 CFR 
50.20-35 regarding inspectors decisions 
Is a restatement of existing 46 CFR 
52.01-75. 

50. The proposals designated 46 CFR 
Subpart 50.25 deal with the certification 
of materials and listings of manufac¬ 
turers. The certification requirements for 
specific products are listed, and the exist¬ 
ing requirement for Class A plate in 46 
CFR 51.01-15 is eliminated and In the 
future such plate will be certified by the 
methods of the ASME Boiler aftd Pres¬ 
sure Vessel Code. The proposals in 46 
CFR 60.25-5 regarding manufacturer's 
or mill certifications describe procedures 
and introduces the acceptance of certain 
materials based on adequate marking. In 
many cases, such as welding applications* 
the exact chemical analysis or other 
properties of materials used may be 
necessary. Although Class A ;>late has 
been deleted* the wording of existing 46 
CFR 51.01-15 is retained. The proposals 
also restate exi sting affidavit require¬ 
ments in 46 CFR 52.01-25 with addition¬ 
al details for convenience of submitter, 
which include description of present 
practices governing foreign manufac¬ 
turers. 

51. The proposals designated 46 CFR 
8ubpart 50.30 describe requirements gov¬ 
erning fabrication Inspections of boilers 
and various categories of pressure 
vessels. 

Item PH 21-87— Power Boilers 

52. It is proposed to revise 46 CFR 
Part 52 regarding power boilers, so that 
section I of the ASME (American Society 
of Mechanical Engineers) Code, subject 
to the specific modifications or exceptions 
and replacements described in these pro¬ 
posed regulations, is specifically adopted 
as the governing standard for the design* 
construction, and testing of main and 
auxiliary boilers which are subject to 
inspection by the Coast Guard. The reg¬ 
ulations emphasize the important differ¬ 
ences between the regulations and the 
provisions of the ASME Boiler and Pres¬ 
sure Vessel Code, section I for “Power 
Boilers.” The A8ME Power Boiler “Code 
Cases” sometimes contain “Cautionary 
Notes.” which are Issued to give inter¬ 
pretations and to cover special situations. 
It is proposed to permit individual justifi¬ 
cation to be submitted to the Comman¬ 
dant for the removal of a prohibition or 
requirement of a specific note in a spe¬ 
cific application. It Is recognized that 
“Code Cases” cover special situations and 


it is not wished to permit a “blanket” 
application for any practice which may 
have special limitations. 

53. Part 52 provides for the adoption 
of section I of the ASME Code. Pre¬ 
viously most of this material appeared 
in Part 52 of the regulations* however, 
welding was in Part 56. testing in Part 
61 and materials in Part 51. This made 
it extremely difficult to follow* the re¬ 
quirements for new construction. Dif¬ 
ferences which previously existed be¬ 
tween Part 52 and section I concerning 
boiler water-tube wall thicknesses have 
been eliminated; however, the prohibi¬ 
tion against tube threading has been 
continued. Piping areas which are cov¬ 
ered in section I of the ASME Code have 
been excluded and the requirements 
of Part 56 applied to provide for 
consistency. 

54. It is proposed to describe the 
scope of the regulations in 46 CFR Part 
52 by stating these requirements apply 
to main boilers, auxiliary heating 
boilers, or donkey boilers and high tem¬ 
perature water boilers* which may be 
constructed of riveted, welded, or seam¬ 
less materials. The proposals cover the 
boilers. Including appurtenances, fur¬ 
naces. combustion chambers, flues, 
valves, cocks, plugs, mountings, etc. The 
general requirements proposed include 
such items as plan approval, automatic 
controls, definitions, miscellaneous types 
of boilers, materials and workmanship, 
requests for Increase in pressure setting 
of safety valves, materials* designs 
(which modify paragraphs 16 through 
31. and 100 of section I of ASME Code). 
openings and compensation (which 
modify paragraphs 32 through 55 of 
section I of ASME Code), piping, valves, 
and fittings (which replace paragraphs 
58 and 59 of section I of ASME Code), 
water and pressure gages (which modify 
paragraphs 60 and 63 through 65 of sec¬ 
tion I of ASME Code), safety valves and 
safety relief valves (which modify para¬ 
graphs 67 through 72 of section I of 
ASME Code). fabrication (which modify 
paragraphs 75 through 82 of section I of 
ASME Code), installations, inspections, 
and tests (which modify paragraphs 90 
through 100 of section I of ASME Code), 
and certification by stamping and data 
reports (which modify paragraphs 105 
through 113 of section I of ASME Code). 

55. The proposed 46 CFR Subpart 
52.05 describes requirements for boilers 
fabricated by welding. The proposals in¬ 
clude modifications regarding the quali¬ 
fication of welding procedures* which 
must be as required by proposed 46 CFR 
Part 57, general welding designs* heat 
treatment, radiographic examination* 
joint efficiency factors, minimum re¬ 
quirements for attachment welds, welded 
in staybolts, welded fabrication* cir¬ 
cumferential joints in pipes, tubes and 
headers. Joints in boiler appurtenances, 
and inspection and tests of welded 
boilers. 

56. The proposed 46 CFR Subpart 
52.10 describes requirements for boilers 
fabricated by riveting. The proposals in¬ 
clude modifications concerning minimum 
thickness of butts traps, longitudinal 


riveted joints, circumferential joint* 
and riveted fabrication. 

57. The proposed 46 CFR Subpart 
52.15 describes requirements for water, 
tube boilers. The proposals include 
modifications concerning superheaters 
fitted In conjunction with watertube 
boilers and tube connections, but 
threaded boiler tubes are not permuted 
and are presently prohibited by 46 CFR 
52.55-5(f > (2). 

58. The proposed 46 CFR Subpart 
52.20 describes requirements for firetubc 
boilers. The proposals Include modifica¬ 
tions concerning shell joints, combus¬ 
tion chambers and furnaces, stayed sur¬ 
faces. domes, setting and fusible plugs. 

59. The proposed 46 CFR Subpart 
52.25 describes the special requirement* 
for other boiler types, and include fired 
boilers of various sizes and uses, and or¬ 
ganic fluid vaporizer generators. 

Item PH 22-67— Heating Boili as 


60. It is proposed to revise 46 CFR 
Part 53 regarding heating boilers to em¬ 
phasize the important differences be¬ 
tween the regulations and the provisions 
of the adopted section IV. “Heating Boil¬ 
ers,” in the ASME Boiler and Pressure 
Vessel Code. The regulations describe the 
relationship between the Code and the 
regulations by specifically onumeratin* 
when the regulations modify the Code or 
shall be followed in lieu of specific Code 
provisions. The ASME Heating Boiler 
“Code Coses” sometimes contain “Cau¬ 
tionary Notes.” It Is proposed to make 
these notes mandatory for heating boil¬ 
ers subject to the regulations in 46 CFR 
Part 53. It is proposed to permit indi¬ 
vidual Justification to be submitted to 
the Commandant for the removal of a 
prohibition or requirement of a specific 
note in a specific application. It is rec¬ 
ognized that “Code Cases” are Issued 
to give interpretations and to cover spe¬ 
cial situations. However. It is not wished 
to permit a “blanket” application for 
any practice which may have sped*! 
limitations. 

Cl. Much of this information was pre¬ 


viously presented In Part 53. The new 
Part 53 adopts section IV of the ASM* 
Code. A situation similar to that in the 
case of power boilers, in which require¬ 
ments were spread out amongst several 
parts, has been corrected. The pressure 
coverage for hot water heating and sup¬ 
ply boilers has been broadened over the 
existing regulations. Steam boilers in tnu 
lection continue to a maximum pressure 
of 30 p^i-B. even though section rv or tne 
ASME Code cuts off at 15 p*.U. 

62. It Is proposed to describe the scoix 
of the regulations in 48 CFR Part 53 Y 
stating these requirements aPP 1 * 
steam heating boilers, hot water boilers 
(which include hot water heating ana 
hot water supply boilers). and to appu 
tenances thereto. It should be noted tha 
cast iron boilers are not acceptable r *

(3. The proposed 46 CFR 
35 describes the special requircmt.iw 
pressure relieving devices.®biePrt> 
ns regarding safety valve requirement 
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for steam boilers modify the general re¬ 
quirement* lii paragraphs 400 and 401 of 
section IV of the ASME Heating Boiler 
Code by requiring each steam boiler to 
have one or more safety valves of the 
spring-pop type, adjusted and sealed to 
discharge at a pressure not to exceed 30 
pjt t *!., while the design and construe* 
tion. discharge capacity and markings 
shall meet the specification requirements 
in 46 CFR Subpart 162.012. 

64 ITie proposed requirements for 
inspections, and stamping in 46 
CFP. subpart 53.10 will modify the Rcn- 
. ml requirement in paragraph 515 of sec¬ 
tion IV of the ASME Heating Boiler Code. 
It is proposed to require a Coast Guard 
inspector to make a shop inspection and 
witness the required pressure test on 
boilers except those which arc approved 
*nd stamped under section I of the ASME 
Code: and those boilers approved and 
itiimped under section IV of the ASME 
Code when made of wrought materials 
with steam not exceeding 15 p.s.i.g. or 
hot water below 100 pai.g. or mAde of 
cast Iron with steam not exceeding 15 
P4.tg. or hot water at 30 p.s.l.g. or below. 

ft With respect to stamping, it is pro¬ 
posed to specify in 46 CFR 53.10-10 that 
paragraph 530 of section IV of the ASME 
Heating Boiler Code will apply only 
where it is not in conflict with Coast 
Guard requirements governing Coast 
Guard inspected boilers. When a boiler 
is found acceptable by the Coast 
Guard inspector, based on his shop 
inspection and the hydrostatic test, the 
boiler will be stamped with such data 
»s *1> the manufacturer’s name and 
lerial number; (2) the Coast Guard 
number: (3) the Coast Guard symbol; 
‘4 1 the maximum allowable working 
pressure t steam or water as appro¬ 
priate and maximum temperature; and 
the safety or safety-relief valve re¬ 
lieving capacity in pounds or B.t.u. per 
hour. 

66 It is proposed to require by 46 CFR 
Subpart 53.15 that plans and calculations 
for th*: design and construction of bollerjj 
wbject to these regulations be submitted 
[or approval by the Commandant. For 
boilers regulated by these regulations, 
which are approved and stamped under 
action I of the ASME Code, and under 
action IV of the ASME Code, it will not 
« accessary to submit plans for 
Approval. 

Irrai PH 23-67—Unfixed Pressure 
Vessels 

47. The proposed regulations will set 
forth in 46 CFR Part 54 the require- 
fitenu for unbred pressure vessels. The 
regulations are revised so that 
unflrpd pressure vessels shall be designed, 
wtutructed, and inspected in accordance 
division 1, section VIII, Unbred 
ire Vessels, of the ASME Code, 
**«pi where the proposed regulations 
JPccificaUy modify or replace specifics- 
requirements. The ASME Unbred 
j^-vure Vessel “Code Cases,** which may 
jntam Cautionary Notes.*' shall be 
^idered mandatory for unbred pres¬ 
to** vessels covered by these regulations, 
however, individual justibcations may be 
rcaae to the Commandant for removing 
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the prohibition or requirement of a speci- 
bc note in a specibc application. Since 
section Vm of the ASME Code does not 
give full coverage to heat exchangers, 
the TEMA Standards for Class C and 
Class R Heat Exchangers, issued by the 
Tubular Exchanger Manufacturers Asso¬ 
ciation. Inc., are adopted when the 
ASME Code docs not give full coverage, 
and such Standards shall be subject to 
the specibc terms and conditions as set 
forth in the proposed regulations. 

68. Pressure vessels were previously 
covered under Part 54. While the new 
Part 54 adopts section VIII of the ASME 
Code, it continues the present method 
of classifying vessels as to service tem¬ 
perature and pressure, and Includes pro¬ 
visions to class low temperature vessels. 
All requirements for the construction of 
unbred pressure vessels now appear in 
this part instead of in several places. 
Requirements for the acceptance of cer¬ 
tain small unbred pressure vessels, which 
previously required Coast Guard inspec¬ 
tion. have been changed to permit ac¬ 
ceptance of vessels built to the ASME 
Code. This will reduce overall fabrication 
costs on these vessels. 

69. In the proposals a new section cov¬ 
ers regulations previously appearing in 
Parts 38 and 40 of Subchapter D and 98 
of Subchapter I on the sizing of safety 
valves for cargo tanks under bre condi¬ 
tions. This eliminates duplication, chance 
for error and places all similar material 
in one location. Existing requirements 
covering test plates and radiography re¬ 
main unchanged and differ from those 
in section VIII of the ASME Code. 

70. It is proposed to list in 46 CFR Sub- 
part 54 01 a breakdown of the require¬ 
ments- which apply to a given pressure 
vessel or boiler. It Is In table form and 
identibes the type of boiler or unbred 
pressure vessel, pressure, temperatures, 
and references to regulation* governing 
the mechanical design and the automatic 
control. The proposals modify the re¬ 
quirements governing steam generating 
unbred pressure vessels which are in 
section vm. Unbred Pressure Vessels, of 
the ASME Code. The proposals provide 
for exemptions from shop inspection and 
plan approval and these requirement* 
replace those in section VIII of the ASME 
Code. With respect to initial plan ap¬ 
proval, the proposals require manufac¬ 
turers intending to fabricate unbred 
pressure vessels, heat exchangers, evap¬ 
orators. and similar appurtenances to 
be Installed on vessels subject to Coast 
Guard inspection to submit detailed 
plans for certain spccibed subjects. It 
should be noted that such manufacturers 
who submit correspondence which refers 
to Coast Guard approved plans after 5 
years from the date of approval will have 
to resubmit copies of the items referred 
to and their covering correspondence. 
Under certain conditions unbred pres¬ 
sure vessels not in full compliance with 
the requirements are submitted for Coast 
Guard acceptance; therefore, the pro¬ 
posals provide a procedure whereby the 
Officer in Charge, Marine Inspection, 
may accept such unbred pressure vessels 
when the vesseLs on which installed are 
in certain specibed trades or occupa- 
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tlons. Additionally, the propo sals modify 
specibc provisions in section VIII of the 
ASME Code with respect to marking 
miscellaneous pressure parts, loading, 
and corrosion. 

71. With respect to toughness tests the 
proposals in 46 CFR Subpart 54.05 re¬ 
place those in paragraph 84 of section 
VHI of the ASME Code. The proposals 
Include requirements for toughness tests 
and acceptance of ccrtibcd reports of 
the material manufacturer which may 
be of test specimens representative of 
the material in the bnlshcd vessel, de¬ 
scriptions of toughness test specimens, 
minimum toughness test temperatures, 
certification of material impact tests, and 
weldment toughness tests. 

72. The proposals designated 46 CFR 
64.10 describe conditions governing in¬ 
spection. reports and stamping, which 
modify various specified paragraphs in 
section VTII of the ASME Code. These 
proposals include such things as a state¬ 
ment that only Coast Guard inspectors 
shall apply the Coast Guard symbol to 
pressure vessels meeting all the require¬ 
ments; specibc types of unbred pressure 
vessels exempted are listed in the regula¬ 
tions and ail others are subject to Coast 
Guard inspection except the Officers In 
Charge. Marine Inspection, may accept 
shop inspections by qualified ASME Code 
inspectors on Class m pressure vessels; 
maximum allowable working pressures; 
standard hydrostatic tests; pneumatic 
tests; marking—stamping: and manu¬ 
facturer’s data report forms. 

73. The proposals In 46 CFR Subpart 
54.15 describe those conditions govern¬ 
ing pressure-relief devices for unbred 
pressure vessels. It is proposed that all 
unbred pressure vessels, irrespective of 
size or pressure, shall be provided with 
protective devices as set forth in section 
VIII of the ASME Code or as required 
by the proposed regulations for specific 
types of vessels. The proposals include 
general requirements for pressure-relief 
devices, safety and relief valves, rupture 
disks, relief devices for unbred steam 
boilers, evaporators, and heat exchang¬ 
ers, and minimum relief capacities for 
cargo tanks containing compressed or 
liquefied gas. 

74. The proposed regulations for fab¬ 
rication by welding arc set forth in 46 
CFR Subpart 54.20 and are requirements 
which modify specific paragraphs in sec¬ 
tion VIII of the ASME Code. The pro¬ 
posals will require welding to meet the 
conditions set forth In this part and the 
special requirements proposed for weld¬ 
ing in 46 CFR Part 57. Special limita¬ 
tions are proposed for butt welded Joints 
with one plate edge offset, and attach¬ 
ment welds for nozzles and other con¬ 
nections. The proposals also include re¬ 
quirements about welding qualifications 
and spot examination of welded Joints. 

75. The proposals in 46 CFR 8ubpart 
54.25 set forth requirements governing 
the construction of unbred pressure ves¬ 
sels made of carbon and low-alloy steels 
which arc not presently permitted. These 
materials are needed for certain low- 
pressure applications which are not in¬ 
cluded in the present regulations. The 
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proposals specify the steels which may 
be used In Class m pressure vessels. 
Other requirements covered by the pro¬ 
posals Include corrosion allowance, post¬ 
weld heat treatment, low-temperature 
operation requirements for ferritic steels, 
and toughness test for hig h all oy steels. 

76. The proposals in 46 CFR Subpart 
54.30 contains requirements governing 
mechanical stress relief. The regulations 
recognize that large pressure vessels may 
often be difficult to thermally stress re¬ 
lieve, Therefore, mechanical stress relief 
may be permitted for Class II-L pressure 
vessels. The proposals Include stress re¬ 
lief requirements covering limitations, 
methods, analysis, computations, and 
welding. 

Item PH 24-67— Nuclear Pressure 
Vessels 

77. The proposed regulations set forth 
in 46 CFR Part 55 the requirements gov¬ 
erning nuclear pressure vessels, which 
were formerly in 46 CFR Subpart 57.30. 
It Is proposed to adopt section Etl of the 
ASME Code, with modifications and ex¬ 
ceptions only described In the regula¬ 
tions. The general* requirements govern¬ 
ing merchant vessels utilizing nuclear 
energy for propulsion power wltl be 
placed in the respective inspection and 
certification regulations as set forth in 
Item PH 31-67 In this agenda. 

78. These nuclear pressure vessels were 
not specifically covered under the pres¬ 
ent regulations. All new marine nuclear 
powcrplant pressure vessels arc to be 
built In accordance with this part. Sec¬ 
tion HI (nuclear vessels) of the ASME 
Code provides for higher allowable 
stresses than Is currently allowed for 
boilers and other pressure vessels but In 
doing so requires greater detailed analy¬ 
sis, additional nondestructive testing, 
and increased quality assurance. 

79. By 46 CFR 55.01-1 It is proposed 
that nuclear pressure ves.«ls subject to 
inspection by the Coast Guard shall be 
designed, constructed, and Inspected in 
accordance with section HI of the ASME 
Code, except as indicated otherwise in 
this part. The proposed regulations In 
this part will Indicate if it modifies or re¬ 
places requirements in section n (nu¬ 
clear vessels) of the ASME Code. The 
“Code Cases** applicable to construction 
under section HI of the Code sometimes 
contain “Cautionary Notes.” These 
“Code Cases'* are issued to give Interpre¬ 
tations and to cover special situations. 
The “Cautionary Notes” when Issued are 
mandatory for nuclear pressure vessels 
covered by these regulations. However, 
individual Justification may be made to 
the Commandant for removing the pro¬ 
hibition or requirement of a special note 
In a specific application, as It is not de¬ 
sired to permit, for “blanket** applica¬ 
tion. any practice which may have spe¬ 
cial limitations. 

80. By 46 CFR Subpart 55.05 the spe¬ 
cial procedures governing plan approval 
are described. The manufacturers in¬ 
tending to fabricate nuclear pressure 
vessels for installation on merchant ves¬ 
sels shall submit detail plans and calcu¬ 
lations. fully descriptive of the vessels, 
directly to the Commandant CMMT), 
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U.8. Coast Guard. Washington, D.C. 
20591, since the field Technical 
Branches (MMT) and the Officers in 
Charge, Marine Inspection, are not gen¬ 
erally prepared to handle this work. In 
order to make it clear what plans are 
required for new construction, the reg¬ 
ulations clearly Indicate that plans shall 
be submitted and approved setting forth 
the following: 

a. Pressure calculations for all pres¬ 
sure containment parts. Including a 
Stress Report required by paragraph 
N-142 of section m of the ASME Code. 

b. Joint design and methods of attach¬ 
ments of all pressure containment parts. 

c. Foundations and supports. Including 
a calculation of natural frequency of 
pressure vessel in its mode of support, 
as well as Its design and attachment. 

d. A bill of material meeting the 
requirements of section m of the ASME 
Code, except as modified by these regu¬ 
lations. 

e. Calculations for fatigue, creep, com¬ 
bined and thermal stresses as required 
to be made by section m of the ASME 
Code. 

f. A diagrammatic arrangement of the 
assembled unit Indicating location of 
internal and external parts. 

g. Other drawings, calculations or 
reports os required by section IH of the 
ASME Code. 

81. In the regulations it is proposed 
to separate requirements for nuclear 
vessels into Classes A, B. and C. 

82. Class A vessels shall meet the re¬ 
quirements of Articles 1 through 9 of 
section HI of the ASME Code except 
for proposed requirements regarding 
(1) additional loading which modifies 
N-447; (2) design specifications and 
stress report which modifies Articles 
N-141, N-142, and N-811.2(b); (3) weld¬ 
ing and fabrication procedure and per¬ 
formance qualification which replaces 
Article N-522 and modifies Article 
N-541, as well os provide special treat¬ 
ment of weld procedures when quenched 
and tempered steels are used: (4) mark¬ 
ing which modifies Article 8 to provide 
for a system which parallels present 
practices and provide that affixing of the 
Coast Guard symbol shall mean a con¬ 
firmation that all applicable require¬ 
ments have been met; (5) a submittal 
of a data report which replaces Article 
N-842; (6) safety valves to comply with 
present Coast Guard specification re¬ 
quirements in 46 CFR Subpart 162.001, 
which modifies Articles N-911 and N-913 
and provides that Article N-911-1 will 
not apply: and <7> relief valves shall 
comply with the proposed requirements 
in 46 CFR Part 54 as set forth in this 
agenda under Item PH 23-67. 

82. With respect to Class B vessels. It 
Is proposed tha$ such vessels will meet 
the requirements of Articles 11 through 
16 of section m of the ASME Code 
except that (1) welding procedures and 
performance qualifications shall follow 
proposed requirements for Class A ves¬ 
sels; and <2> the marking, stamping, 
and reports shall meet proposed require¬ 
ments for Class A vessels, which modi¬ 
fies Article N-1500. 


83. With respect to Class C vessels. It 
is proposed to modify Article 21 and 
section N-2111 of the ASME Code to re¬ 
quire that Class C unftred pressure ves¬ 
sels shall meet Class I Coast Guard 
standards since they may contain radio¬ 
activity. It Is also proposed to replace 
with specific requirements the provisions 
in (1) section N-2113 for welded Joints; 
(2) section N-2114 for pressure relief 
devices; and (3) section N-2115 for 
marking. 

Item PH 25-67— Pipimo Systems \kd 
Appurtenances 

84. It ts proposed to revise and place 
In 46 CFR Part 56 the requirements for 
piping systems and appurtenances cur¬ 
rently set forth In 46 CFR Part 55. As 
heretofore, the proposed requirements 
cover the various ships’ piping systems 
and appurtenances. These proposal, in¬ 
clude requirements for the necessary 
pumps, valves, flanges, fittings, pressure 
gages, liquid level Indicators, thermom¬ 
eters. etc., needed for the safe and effi¬ 
cient operation of all vessels subject to 
Inspection, except those vessels limited 
to handling petroleum and associated 
products in the offshore drilling opera¬ 
tions where the design, material*, and 
fabrication comply with the require¬ 
ments of the American Petroleum In¬ 
stitute (API) for such piping systems 

85. The proposals adopt the specifica¬ 
tion USAS B31.1.0 (1967 edition of 
B31.1). Sections on refrigeration, steer¬ 
ing, hydraulics, and LPG cooking nnd 
lieating systems have been moved to 
Part 58—Auxiliary Machinery The new 
Part 56 covers the same basic shipboard 
piping systems previously covered, with 
major changes In overboard discharge 
systems due to the 1966 Loadline Con¬ 
vention. Sections on nonmctallic mate¬ 
rials, expansion joints, and thermal 
analysis have been expanded to provide 
for new developments covering current 
accepted practices. New sections appear 
for nuclenr and low temperature pipir.s 
again specifying current accepted 
practices. 

86. This proposal should assist the 
fabricators since the United State* of 
America Standards Institute’s (USASI* 
Code for Pressure Piping, section 1 on 
Power Piping, in the Institute’s Standard 
B31.1, except as modified In this part, 
will be the standard. With respect to 
those areas of pressure piping for which 
no code sections exist in the 1967 edi¬ 
tion. the 1955 edition of USAS B31.1 win 
be followed. 

87. With respect to the plan approval 
the proposal In 46 CFR 56.01-10 revised 
requirements in 46 CFR 55.01 5 a) and 
55.01-10 (b) and (c). The proposal re¬ 
arranged submission requirement and 
added internal combustion engine ex- 
haust piping, high temperature hot water 
systems, and nuclear piping sy stem * 

88. It is proposed to add 46 CFK Sub- 
part 56.04 which will describe the re¬ 
quirements governing seven classes o. 
piping. The proposed piping classifica¬ 
tions are Classes I and n for normal 
service. Classes TL and HL f*>r low tem¬ 
perature service and Classes IN. nn. 
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and IHN for nuclear service. It is pro¬ 
pped to specify in 46 CFR Subpart 56.04 
the piping classification according to 
various services normally encountered, 
which will specify the class of piping 
which may be used, and the limitations 
any) by pressure in pounds per square 
Inch gage and temperature. With respect 
to piping for services not specifically 
enumerated, it Is proposed to only re¬ 
quire that materials shall be acceptable 
to the Coast Guard inspector and shall 
meet normal commercial standards for 
the service intended. For nuclear piping 
sy terns, it is proposed to require that 
all plans be submitted for review and 
approval by the Commandant. It is pro¬ 
posed that Classes IN and riN nuclear 
piping shall be in general accordance 
with the philosophy and principles of 
Classes A and C nuclear pressure vessels, 
respectively, as described In the pro¬ 
posed 46 CFR Part 55, Item PH 24-67. 
and It is also proposed to require that 
CSASI Nuclear Piping Code Cases shall 
be followed. 

89. It is proposed to add a 46 CFR 
Subpart 56.07 regarding design of piping 
systems. The proposed changes regarding 
definitions will modify those in the USAS 
B3« 1 with respect to piping, nominal 
diameter, schedule, and fittings. It is 
ah proposed to recognize “nonstand¬ 
ard’ fittings as a component of a piping 
sy which is not fabricated under the 
approved Industry. ASTM. or USA stand¬ 
ards for pipe, tubing, flanges, valves, pipe 
joining fittings, fluid container fittings, 
or -;>ecifU purpose fittings. With respect 
to design conditions and criteria, it Is 
proposed to add requirements which 
modify various provisions of USAS B31.1. 
Chapter II. regarding maximum allow¬ 
able working pressure, relief valves, dy¬ 
namic effects, pressure temperature rat¬ 
ings, pressure design, and intersections. 

M The proposed 46 CFR Subpart 56.10 
covers the selection and limitations of 
piping components, and states these reg¬ 
ulations shall be followed In lieu of sec¬ 
tions 105 through 108. Part 3, Chapter 
II of USAS B3U. and will require all 
Plj* 1 tubing, pipe joining fittings, and 
Piping system components to meet mate- 
n.it and standards proposed in 46 CFR 
Sub part 56.60. as well as certification 
standards. With respect to piping, spe¬ 
cial limitations are proposed as 46 CFR 
56 10 -. 5 . which are similar to present 
limit a don*. 

It is proposed to revise require¬ 
ment:, covering fittings, bends and In¬ 
teraction* by 46 CFR Subpart 56.15. The 
Proposed requirement* regarding fittings 
sl milar to 106.1 (a), (b) of USAS 
B^i ! and contains material from present 
™ CFR 55.07-10(c) and 56.01-85. 

With respect to valves, it Is pro- 
Pojed to add a subpart designated 46 
VH* Subpart 56.20 which is similar to 
1 °* USAS B31.1, to permit valves 

complying with the standards and speci- 
ncattoiu listed In proposed 46 CFR 56.60- 

to be used within the specified pressure 
temperature ratings, while valves not 
J&mplying with these requirements will 
v JJWWd to be specifically approved 
Commandant for the service in- 

Hacd. It Is proposed to require each 
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valve to bear the manufacturer's name 
or trademark and reference symbol to 
indicate the service conditions for which 
the manufacturer guarantees the valve, 
which arc those required by MSS-SP-25. 
When in accordance with applicable 
standards In 107.1(a) and the exceptions 
specified In tills proposal, it Is permissible 
that valves may be used with flanged, 
threaded, butt welding, socket welding, 
or other types of ends. The proposals de¬ 
scribe the valve construction require¬ 
ments which contain most of the mate¬ 
rials previously appearing in 46 CFR 
55.07-10. It is proposed to add require¬ 
ments governing valves employing resil¬ 
ient material, which are divided Into 
Category A and Category B. Category A 
valves are those employing resilient ma¬ 
terial that nvould continue to provide 
effective closure of the line if the resilient 
material were damaged or destroyed, 
while Category B valves are those using 
resilient material that would not provide 
effective closure of the line if the resilient 
material were damaged or destroyed. 
With respect to valve bypasses, it is pro¬ 
posed to follow as the minimum standard 
the sizes in MSS-SP-45, and other re¬ 
quirements which are similar to 107.6 In 
USAS B31.1, except that bypasses may 
be integral or attached. 

93. It U proposed to add a new subpart 
designated 46 CFR Subpart 56.25 which 
will contain the requirements for pipe 
flanges, blanks, flange facings, gaskets, 
and bolting. It is proposed to have the 
flanges conform to the design require¬ 
ments of the applicable standards as 
described in the proposals or section 
UA-47 of section VIII of the ASME Code. 
The proposals regarding flanges are 
ba sed o n material previously set forth in 
46 CFR 54.03-25. It is proposed to require 
that blanks shall conform to the design 
requirements of USAS B31.1, paragraph 
104.5.3. The proposed requirements for 
flange facings are similar to those in 
108.3 in USAS B31.1. With respect to gas¬ 
kets. it Is proposed to adopt 108.4 in 
USAS B31.1. The proposed bolting re¬ 
quirements are similar to 108 5 in USAS 
B3U. 

94. It Is proposed to establish require¬ 
ments regarding the selection and limi¬ 
tation of piping Joints as 46 CFR Subpart 
56.30. It is proposed to adopt USAS B31.1, 
Chapter n. Design Part 4. except sections 
111 through 118 which shall not be ap¬ 
plicable to marine service. The proposals 
provide that the type of piping Joint used 
shall be suitable for the design conditions 
and shall be selected with consideration 
of Joint tightness, mechanical strength 
and the nature of the fluid handled. The 
proposals regarding welded joints are 
similar to 111 in USAS B31.1. but certain 
variations os defined In the proposed reg¬ 
ulations are deemed necessary. The pro¬ 
posals revise the existing requirements 
in 46 CFR 55.07-15 for flanged joints. The 
proposals also specifically Include re¬ 
quirements governing expanded or rolled 
joints, screwed Joints, flared, flareless, 
and compression joints, caulked Joints, 
brazed Joints, sleeve coupled and other 
proprietary joints, and installation re¬ 
quirements for flexible pipe couplings of 
the compression or slip-on type. 
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95. The proposals regarding expansion 
and flexibility are In a new subpart des¬ 
ignated 46 CFR Subpart 56.25. The 
adopted standards are in USAS B31.1, 
Chapter II, Design. Part 5, and sections 
119, 120, and 121 shall apply with certain 
specific exceptions described in the pro¬ 
posals for bellows expansion Joints and 
swivel or ball Joints, main junction points 
of piping subject to temperatures in ex¬ 
cess of 450 ‘ F„ and a summary of the 
results of pipe stress calculations. 

96. The design requirements pertain¬ 
ing to specific piping systems are pro¬ 
posed to be in a new subpart designated 
46 CFR Subpart 56.50. The USAS B31.1. 
Chapter n. Design, Part 6, should be re¬ 
ferred to but it shall not apply except in 
case of instrument piping. The proposals 
revise the requirements currently in 46 
CFR 55.07-25, 55 07-8, 55.10-1, 55.10-5, 

55.10- 10, 55.10-13, 55.10-15, 55.10-25, 

55.10- 35, 55.10-40, 55.10-45, 55 10-50. 

55.10- 55, 55.10-65. and 55.10-70. Hie 
proposals describe Installation require¬ 
ments applicable to all systems, as well 
as specific requirements for various spe¬ 
cific types and special equipment when 
required. These proposals include systems 
conveying oil. steam and exhaust piping, 
pressure relief piping, safety and relief 
valve escape piping, boiler feed piping, 
blowoff piping, bilge and ballast piping, 
fuel oil and cargo oil systems, fuel oil 
service systems, gasoline fuel systems, 
diesel fuel systems, lubricating oil sys¬ 
tems, fluid power and control systems, 
tank vent piping, instrument control and 
sampling piping, and low temperature 
piping. In addition, these proposals in¬ 
clude special gaging requirements, and 
standards for condensate pumps, circu¬ 
lating pumps, bilge pumps, sounding de¬ 
vices, overboard discharges, and shell 
connections. 

97. The general requirements for ma¬ 
terials In piping systems are proposed to 
be In a separate subpart designated 46 
CFR 8ubpart 56.60. These proposals will 
replace section 123 of USAS B31.Z; how ¬ 
ever. reference should be made to Chap¬ 
ter m. Materials, In B31.1 which may 
assist In applying these requirements. It 
is proposed to specify the various ac¬ 
ceptable specifications for materials for 
particular system* so that fabricators 
may select desired materials. These lists 
are based on the piping, tubing and fit¬ 
ting specifications described In Table 
126.1 in Chapter IV of USAS B31 1. to¬ 
gether with additional pipe and tube 
specification* deemed satisfactory. It i* 
also proposed to permit material* se¬ 
lected from specifications listed in sec¬ 
tion I. HI. or Vin of the ASME Code if 
not prohibited specifically be the pro¬ 
posed regulation* dealing with that par¬ 
ticular section of the Code. This pro¬ 
posed listing will replace existing Table 
55.07-15(el) currently in 46 CFR 55.07- 
15, as well as requirement* currently set 
forth In 46 CFR Part 51. H 52.05-10, 
54.03-10, and 55.07-1. The proposal* re¬ 
vise requirements governing limitation* 
on material*. In lieu of listing allowable 
stresses, the proposal* direct the user to 
the publication in which the stress listing 
appears, which has been designated by 
the heading “Location of 8tress." In the 
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proposals special attention Is directed to 
certain specifications for materials not 
listed in the AS ME Code, and supple¬ 
mentary testing requirements and service 
limitations are set forth. The proposals 
also contain special requirements or 
limitations when using materials such as 
steel, cast iron and malleable iron, 
nodular iron, nonferrous materials, and 
nonmetallic materials, as well as to 
specify procedures for impact shock teat 
of hydraulic cast iron and cast aluminum 
products, and installation requirements 
for nonmetallic flexible hose. 

98. The special requirements for weld¬ 
ing in piping systems are proposed as a 
new subpart designated 46 CFR Subpart 
66.70. The proposals recommend re¬ 
ferral to section 127, Chapter V. of USAS 
B31.1 for further details The proposals 
in part modify certain specification re¬ 
quirements, and essentially apply to the 
welding of ferrous materials. The weld¬ 
ing of aluminum, copper, etc., requires 
different preparations and procedures 
and will require prior approval from the 
Commandant when not covered by spe¬ 
cific regulations. In the proposals are 
special requirements with respect to ma¬ 
terials. preparation, procedures, correct¬ 
ing defects, and qualification of the 
welding procedures to be used and of the 
performance of welders and welding 
operators. 

99. The proposals Include special re¬ 
quirements for brazing as a new subpart 
designated 46 CFR Subpart 56.75, which 
modifies section 128 of USAS B31.1. 
These proposals regarding brazing con¬ 
cern filler metal. Joint clearance, heating, 
brazing qualification, detail requirements 
about pipe fabrication, and pipe joining 
details. 

100. In 46 CFR Subpart 56.80 are the 
proposals governing bending and form¬ 
ing pipe. These proposals modify section 
129 of USAS B31.1 by describing limita¬ 
tions and requiring the piping to meet the 
design requirements of paragraphs 
102.4 5 and 104.2.1 of USAS B31.1. Under 
specified conditions tests are required. 
The proposals accept the requirements 
regarding forming in paragraph 129.2 of 
USAS B31.1. With respect to heat treat¬ 
ment of bends and formed components, 
the proposals modify paragraph 129.3 of 
USAS B31.1, by requiring for ferritic 
alloy steel piping stress relieving as 
specified by the design specification be¬ 
fore welding, and by requiring all scale 
to be removed prior to Installation. 

101. The proposals regarding heat 
treatment of welds are designated 46 
CFR Subpart 56.85 and modify section 
131 of USAS B31.1. The requirements in¬ 
clude heating and cooling method, and 
postheat treatment which include 
changes to be consistent with past 
practices. 

102. The proposals regarding the as¬ 
sembly of the various piping components, 
whether done in a shop or as a field erec¬ 
tion. shall be gov erned by the require¬ 
ments In 46 CFR Subpart 56.90, which 
modify section 135 of USAS B31.1. The 
proposals will require that the piping 
conform with the requirements In these 
regulations and with the specified re¬ 
quirements of the engineering design. 


The proposals specifically include bolting 
procedures, and threaded piping require¬ 
ments. 

103. The proposals designated 46 CFR 
Subpart 56.95 describe the Inspections of 
piping installations and modifies section 

136 in USAS B31.1, w'hilc recommending 
referral to Chapter VI for additional de¬ 
tails. The regulations state that inspec¬ 
tions are the responsibility of the owner. 
There inspections may be performed by 
the owner’s employees or Independent 
inspectors. The proposals specifically 
provide that Coast Guard inspectors 
shall have access to any place where work 
concerned with the piping is being per¬ 
formed. This Includes manufacture, fab¬ 
rication. assembly, erection, and testing 
of the piping or system components. Ad¬ 
ditionally. Inspectors shall have access to 
review all certifications or records per¬ 
taining to inspection requirements in 
paragraph 136.1 of USAS B31.1, which 
includes certified qualifications of weld¬ 
ers, welding operators, and welding pro¬ 
cedures. The proposals also describe the 
type and text of examination required 
of piping system and modify paragraphs 
136.4 and 136.5 of USAS B31.I. A descrip¬ 
tion of the mandatory minimum destruc¬ 
tive tests for welds is also included. 

104. It is proposed to add require¬ 
ments regarding pressure testa as 46 
CFR Subpart 56.97. which modify section 

137 of U8AS B31.1. The proposals will 
make It mandatory that the design, fab¬ 
rication, and erection of piping, con¬ 
structed under there proposed regula¬ 
tions, shall by demonstration show a leak 
tightness. This proposed requirement 
shall be met by a hydrostatic leak test 
prior to Initial operation, and where such 
a test is not practicable, then a pneu¬ 
matic test, vacuum test or an initial serv¬ 
ice leak test may be substituted if/ 
approved by the Commandant. The pro¬ 
posals also cover pressure testing of 
nonstandard piping system components, 
test media, tost preparation, test pres¬ 
sure. and installation tests. 

Item PH 26-67— Welding and Brazing 
Qualifications 

105. The welding and brazing provi¬ 
sions have been revised so that the pro¬ 
posed 46 CFR Part 57 will apply to <l> 
qualification of welding procedures. (2> 
welders and brazors, and (3) workman¬ 
ship tests for all types of manual and 
machine arc and gas welding and brazing 
processes. However, the operators of 
fully automatic welding and brazing 
machines are specifically exempt from 
performance qualification tests. The list¬ 
ing of equipment to which this part will 
apply has been omitted to avoid the in¬ 
ference that items not specifically listed 
were intended to be omitted. 

106. Part 57 adopts section IX of the 
ASME Code. Welding requirements ap¬ 
peared previously In 46 CFR Part 56. 
Workmanship test plate requirements 
and toughness assurance tests appear in 
this part and are unchanged from the 
current requirements. These regulations 
and procedures represent an area of dif¬ 
ferences from the ref erenc ed codes. The 
requirements in 46 CFR Part 56 on 
design, nondestructive testing, and braz¬ 


ing are to be deleted as they arc In the 
ASME Code. 

107. The proposals in 46 CFR Part 57 
by reference will provide for the ASMS 
Code to govern welders and welding by 
specific regulations, as well as Indicate 
which portions of the ASME Code do 
not apply. Section IX of the ASME Code 
will govern welders and welding proc¬ 
esses which require qualification The 
ASME "Code Cases" applicable to weld¬ 
ing or brazing, which may contain 
"Cautionary Notes" shall be comidrred 
mandatory for welding and brazing cov- 
ered by these regulations. However, in¬ 
dividual Justifications may be made to 
the Commandant for removing the pro¬ 
hibition or requirement of a specific note 
in a specific application. 

108. With respect to qualifications of 
welders, within the limits of the qualifi¬ 
cation tests passed, the Officer in Charge. 
Marine Inspection, may accept weldm 
who have been qualified by other agencies 
of the Federal Government, by the Amer¬ 
ican Bureau of Shipping, or try the 
fabricator when the fabricator’s tests 
have been witnessed and certified to by 
an inspector of the National Board of 
Boiler and Pressure Vessel Inspectors. 
This proposal will allow acceptance of 
qualifications issued by other Federal 
agencies and the inspectors of the Na¬ 
tional Board of Boiler and Pressure 
Vessel Inspectors. This Is believed to be 
a desirable extension of present prac¬ 
tices because of the volume and tyoc of 
work now being done in a number of 
shipyards. 


109. The proposed 46 CFR 57.02-3 de¬ 
scribes the fabricator’s responsibility It 
is proposed to state in the regulations 
that each manufacturer or contractor is 
responsible for the welding done by his 
organization and he shall conduct the 
required tests governing w’elders and 
welding procedures. It is proposed to 
change the present regulations so the 
wording will fit In the ASME Code con¬ 
cept. The manufacturer shall bear the 
costs of conducting tests. The manu¬ 
facturer will also maintain a record of 
the tests results obtained in welding 
procedure and welder performance quali¬ 
fications. When requested, duplicate rec¬ 
ords shall be furnished to the Coast 
Guard. 

110. It is proposed in 46 CFR 57.02-4 
to accept those arc welding electrodes 
which have been tested and are listed 
by the American Bureau of Shipping os 
meeting their requirements when welded 
fabrication is required to meet the pro¬ 
visions of 46 CFR Part 57. 

111. The proposed welding procedure 
qualifications in 46 CFR Subpart Si.03 
provide that such qualifications may be 
approved by the Officer in Charge. Ma¬ 
rine Inspection, based on certain require¬ 
ments as listed in the ASME Code and the 
regulations. It is proposed to add re¬ 
quirements for low* temperature applies* 
ttona to 46 CFR 67.03-1. which are tne 
present practices described in Na'is*' 
tion and Vessel Inspection Circular i»o. 


13. The proposed procedure qualtft- 
on range In 46 CFR 57.04-1 describes 
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tte type and number of specimens that 
must be tested to qualify an automatic, 
semiautomatic* or manual procedure 
’rpeciflcation end la In accordance with 
ASMS Code, . 

113. With respect to the performance 
oualincations. It Ia proposed in 46 CFR 
Subpart 57.05 to supplement various 
paragraphs In section IX of the ASME 
Code dealing with (1) transfer of welder 
qualifications: (2) renewal and rcquali- 
ficaUon criteria; (3) limited space quali¬ 
fications; <4> when qualifications tests 
of welders may be omitted: and (5) 
ipectal welder qualifications for low 
temperature application. In certain In¬ 
stances the proposals reduce current re¬ 
quirements in 46 CFR Part 56. or add 
requirements which are descriptive of 
present practices. In a number of in¬ 
stances the wording is changed for 
clarification. 

114. The proposed workmanship tests 
are in 46 CFR Subpart 57.06. It is pro¬ 
posed that test plates be provided for 
Classes I, IL. n. and lit* pressure vessels. 
Power boilers and nuclear vessels will be 
subject to the test plate requirements for 
Class I pressure vessels. The proposals 
will not require test plates for pressure 
vessel* constructed of P-1 materials with 
certain specified exceptions. The pro¬ 
posals also describe when and how the 
test plates shall be prepared and other 
conditions which must be met. 

Itxv PH 27-67— Main and Auxiliary 
Machinery 

115. The proposed regulations set 
forth in 46 CFR Part 58 are the require¬ 
ments governing the design and con- 
itrurtion of main and auxiliary machin¬ 
ery installed In vessel* subject to inspec¬ 
tion by the Coast Guard. As in the past, 
the applicable standards established by 
tlic American Bureau of Shipping, or 
other recognized classification society, 
may be used as the standard for the de¬ 
sign construction, and testing of main 
*nd auxiliary machinery, except as modi¬ 
fied by these regulations. 

116. Part 58 contains the require¬ 
ments regarding main and auxiliary ma¬ 
chinery. which arc partially relocated 
from present regulations for the con- 
fttitoice of the user. These current re- 
QUlrements are in 46 CFR Parts 57 and 
W. and §§ 61 05-20. 61.05-25. 61,15-10. 
W 16-1 to 55.16-35. inclusive. 55.13-1 to 
55.13-15, inclusive, and 55.17-1 to 55.17- 
*0 Inclusive. This includes refrigeration 
»y.stems, liquefied gas systems for cook- 

or heating and hydraulic systems. 

The proposals in 46 CFR Subpart 
‘Ml, Include current requirements for 
fuel lor internal combustion engines on 
ha senger vessels, fuel oil for boilers, ma- 
ciiincry guards, means for stopping ma- 
^ery. and correction of deficiencies 
observed on the trial trip of a new vessel. 

118. By 46 CFR Subpart 58.05 the pro¬ 
posed requirements governing main pro¬ 
pulsion machinery are described. The 
Proposals describe procedures and re- 
HU.rcments when a Coast Ouard review 
or an .retaliation Is made and no review 

performed by a classification society. 
lTie Proposals continue in effect the re¬ 
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quirements that all vessels shall have 
sufficient power for going astern to se¬ 
cure proper control under ail normal cir¬ 
cumstances. 

119. The proposals governing internal 
combustion engine installations in 48 
CFR Subpart 58.10 revise the current re¬ 
quirements in 46 CFR 57.10-5 In order to 
be consistent with requirements govern¬ 
ing small passenger vessels. The proposals 
Include gasoline engine installations, 
diesel engine installations, and gas tur¬ 
bine installations. 

120. The proposals designated 46 CFR 
Subpart 58.16 are requirements govern¬ 
ing liquified petroleum gases for cook¬ 
ing and heating are described, and ore 
very similar to the current regulations 
in 46 CFR Subpart 55.16. The proposals 
include required approvals; valves and 
safety relief devices; reducing regulators, 
piping and fittings; installation; tests; 
ventilation of compartments, odoriza- 
tlon; operating instructions; and mark¬ 
ings. 

120a. In 46 CFR Subpart 58.20 the re¬ 
vised requirements governing refrigera¬ 
tion machinery are described. The pro¬ 
posals apply to fixed refrigeration sys¬ 
tems for air conditioning, refrigerated 
spaces, cargo spaces, and reliquefaetton 
of low temperature cargo. These require¬ 
ments do not apply to small self-con¬ 
tained units. The current requirements 
are in 46 CFR Subparts 55.13 and 57.20. 

121. In 46 CFR Subpart 58.25 the re¬ 
quirements regarding steering apparatus 
are described and are similar to the cur¬ 
rent requirements in 46 CFR Subpart 
57.25. The proposals deal with existing 
installations and replacements on ex¬ 
isting vessels, as well as installations 
on new vessels. The proposals include 
requirements governing rudder move¬ 
ments. plan approval, power-driven 
steering gear, auxiliary means of steer¬ 
ing. steadying the rudder, rudder stops, 
buffers, pilot house steering gear control 
systems, arrangement of steering wheels, 
special steering apparatus, and steering 
gear piping. 

122. The proposals in a new subpart 
designated 46 CFR Subpart 58.30 pro¬ 
vide requirements governing fluid power 
and control systems. They replace the 
current regulations in 46 CFR Subpart 
55.17 for hydraulic systems. The pro¬ 
posals expand the requirements from 
“hydraulic" to “fluid power" to cover hy¬ 
draulic and pneumatic systems, as well 
as hydropneumatic components. These 
proposals Include new requirements since 
the current regulations do not specifi¬ 
cally cover pneumatic systems. The pro¬ 
posals set forth the requirement* gov¬ 
erning application, design, hydraulic 
fluid, tubing and piping, fluid power hose 
and fittings, accumulators, fluid power 
cylinders, testing, and plans. 

123. In 46 CFR 8 ubpart 58.50 the pro¬ 
posals governing independent internal 
combustion engine fuel tanks are de¬ 
scribed and are an adaptation of current 
requirements in 46 CFR Part 59. The pro¬ 
posals contain the general requirements, 
which Include a limitation on the flash¬ 
point of fuel carried, and outage of 2 
percent shall be provided on all fuel tanks 
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containing petroleum products. The 
proposals also Include construction re¬ 
quirements for tanks containing gaso¬ 
line or diesel fuel, prohibit the use of 
soldered joints, and prohibit the use of 
portable fuel tanks, but this proposal Is 
not meant to restrict the use of portable, 
power-driven equipment with self-con¬ 
tained fuel systems. The proposals also 
provide for the use of alternative mate¬ 
rials. such as fiberglass, fiberglass cov¬ 
ered plywood, aluminum, stainless steel, 
etc.. In the construction of Independent 
fuel tanks, but will require certain special 
tests to be conducted. 

Item PH 26-67— Repairs to Boilers. 

Unfired Pressure Vessels and Appur¬ 
tenances 

124. These proposals are designated 46 
CFR Part 59. The proposed regulations 
will apply to the repairs of all boilers, 
appurtenances and unfired pressure ves¬ 
sels subject to inspection by the Coast 
Guard. In general present practices are 
continued which provide that no repairs, 
replacements, or alterations (except 
emergency repairs) shall be made to boil¬ 
ers. unfired pressure vessels, their mount¬ 
ings or internal fittings, safety valves, 
piping systems, or pressure appliances 
without prior approval by the Officer in 
Charge, Marine Inspection. For emer¬ 
gency repairs, replacements, or altera¬ 
tions. it is required that such work be 
reported as soon as practicable to the 
Officer in Charge. Marine Inspection, at 
or nearest the first port where the ves¬ 
sel may call after such work Is done. 
For specified types of repairs, replace¬ 
ments and alterations, plan approval be¬ 
fore performing such work is required. 
It is proposed that the regulations will 
state that repairs, replacements, or al¬ 
terations to machinery or items not cov¬ 
ered by regulations, then such work shall 
be made in a manner consistent with the 
regulations governing the construction 
standards for the Item in question. Also, 
it is proposed to require that the manu¬ 
facturers* Instruction books, manuals, 
etc., shall be used for guidance, as well 
as the Mechanical Injury Section, para¬ 
graphs C4.401 through C4.427 of sec¬ 
tion VII of the American Society of Me¬ 
chanical Engineers* (ASME> Code. 

125. New Part 59 contains material 
previously in Part 56. It is unchanged ex¬ 
cept that repairs pertinent to new con¬ 
struction have been deleted and are now 
covered In the ASME Code as adopted. 
Present Part 59 has been relocated with 
the new Part 56. 

126. It is proposed to continue as 46 
CFR Subpart 59.10 (formerly Subpart 
56 05) revised requirements governing 
welding repairs to boilers and unfired 
pressure vessels in service. The welding 
used in repairs must meet the require¬ 
ments for welding In the proposed 46 
CFR Part 57. No welding repairs may be 
used (except temporary emergency re¬ 
pairs) without prior approval of the Of¬ 
ficer In Charge. Marine Inspection. The 
welding repairs covered by these proposed 
regulations apply only to boilers and un¬ 
fired pressure vessels fabricated of car¬ 
bon steel. Welding repairs*to boilers and 
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unfired pressure vessels fabricated of 
alloy steel or other materials are subject 
to special requirements on an individual 
basis because such methods of repair 
shall be referred to the Commandant and 
may be authorized by him If in his 
opinion it meets the intent of the pro¬ 
posed regulations. The proposed regu¬ 
lations cover such things as repairs of 
cracks, corroded surfaces, rivets and 
staybolts, stayed areas, and seal welding 
of leaks in joints or connections, as well 
as requirements governing patches in 
shell and tube sheets and renewal or re¬ 
pair of wrapper plates and back heads. 

127. With respect to miscellaneous 
boiler repairs. 46 CFR Subpart 59.15 is 
proposed t o con tinue present require¬ 
ments in 46 CFR Subpart 58.15. The pro¬ 
posals deal with furnace repairs, stayed 
furnaces, and combustion chambers, and 
bagged or blistered shell plates. 

128. With respect to welding repairs to 
castings, it is proposed to have 46 CFR 
Subpart 59.2 0 co ntinue present require¬ 
ments in 46 CFR Subpart 58.20. Defects 
in carbon-steel or alloy-steel castings 
may continue to be repaired by welding. 
These repairs shall be performed in ac¬ 
cordance with the material specification 
for the casting. 

Item PH 29-67— Periodic Tests ahd 
Inspections 

129. It is proposed to place the require¬ 
ments governin g pe riodic tests and in¬ 
spections in 46 CFR Part 61. These tests 
and inspections are made to Insure that 
the main and auxiliary machinery, 
boilers, and their appurtenances, and 
equipment are in a satisfactory operating 
condition and may be continued in use 
in the service for which they are 
Intended. 

130. These requirements were pre¬ 
viously in 46 CFR Part 61 but the scope 
of the new part was changed. The re¬ 
quirements for new construction were de¬ 
leted These requirements for new con¬ 
struction now appear in Parts 52 through 
58. Regulations for periodic inspections, 
which appeared previousl y in other parts, 
have been relocated In 46 CFR Part 61 for 
the convenience of the ship operator 
and the Inspector. 

131. It Is proposed to add revised 
requirements covering the tests and 
inspection of boilers as 46 CFR Subpart 
61.05. By “boilers'* it is meant to include 
power and heating boilers, and thermal 
fiuld heaters. The proposals include re¬ 
quirements for the preparation of boilers 
prior to inspection and test, boilers in 
service, hydrostatic tests, gaging or non¬ 
destructive tests, recalculations, and 
working pressure allowed. The present 
requirements regarding boiler mountings 
and attachments in 46 CFR 61.20-20 are 
revised and designated 46 CFR 61.05-15. 
The testing and resealing of safety 
valves will be required by 46 CFR 
61.05-20. 

132. With respect to the tests and 
Inspections of pressure vessels, it is pro¬ 
posed to designate revised requirements 
as 46 CFR Subpart 61.10. The proposals 
continue present requirements that all 
pressure vessels aboard ships are subject 


to periodic inspections. The proposals in 
46 CFR 61.10-5 describe the periodic 
inspection requirements deemed neces¬ 
sary to determine that all unfired pres¬ 
sure vessels are satisfactory and may be 
r continued in use. 

133. With respect to piping systems, 
it is proposed that the periodic tests and 
inspections be conducted to accomplish 
the proposals as set forth In 46 CFR 
Subpart 61.15. While many present re¬ 
quirements arc continued, the proposals 
bring together requirements for hydro¬ 
static tests on piping, steam piping, 
liquefied fiammable gas piping for heat¬ 
ing and cooking, and provide that all 
other piping systems sliail be examined 
under working conditions. 

134. The various types of periodic 
tests of machinery and equipment are 
to be covered In the proposed 46 CFR 
Subpart 61.20. The specific items include 
steering gear, main and auxiliary ma¬ 
chinery and associated equipment in¬ 
cluding fluid control systems, and tail 
shafts, as well as specific requirements 
when any vessel is drydocked which 
includes examination of the propeller, 
stern bushing, sea connections and 
fastenings, sea chests, sea valves, sea 
strainers, and bilge injection valves. 

135. The proposed requirements gov¬ 
erning the periodic tests and Inspections 
of nuclear reactor powerplants are to 
be Included in 46 CFR Subpart 61.25. The 
proposals describe the standard to be 
applied, special preparations required, 
and the guide for the annual inspection 
procedures. As the use of nuclear power- 
plants is limited at present, the regula¬ 
tions do not describe these procedures 
but they may be obtained upon request 
from the Commandant, and are entitled 
“Tentative Annual Inspection Require¬ 
ments for Pressurized Water Reactors 
Installed in U.S. Merchant Vessels." 

Item PH 30-57— Automatic Auxiliary 
Heating Equipment 

136. It is proposed to place in 46 CFR 
Part 63 the requirements governing auto¬ 
matic auxiliary heating equipment. While 
this includes steam boilers, water heaters, 
fluid heaters, and electric storage tank 
water heaters, it is intended that the pro¬ 
posals will cover any automatic heating 
equipment intended for use on merchant 
vessels. 

137. Part 63 contains requirements 
previously appearing in the specification 
designated 46 CFR Subpart 162.026, 
automatically controlled packaged boil¬ 
ers. Coverage has been expanded to pro¬ 
vide realistic requirements for both large 
and small auxiliary steam boilers, water 
heaters, and thermal fluid heaters. The 
listing of automatically controlled pack¬ 
aged boilers in Equipment Lists, CO-190, 
will be eliminated. 

138. The requirements in 46 CFR Part 
16"'.028. entitled “Boilers. Auxiliary. 
Automatically Controlled, Packaged, for 
Merchant Vessels” in the Subchap¬ 
ter Q—Specifications, are to be canceled. 
These requirements were followed in 
granting specific approvals for other 
types of auxiliary heating equipment. 
Therefore, the propos Is in 46 CFR Part 


63 set forth the requirements beloved 
necessary to provide guidelines for *ti 
automatic auxiliary heating equipment, 
which should be helpful to manufac 
turers. The requirements are divided ;nto 
three independent subparts for conven¬ 
ience and clarity. 

139. In 46 CFR Subpart 63 05 it Is pro¬ 
posed to describe the requirements gov- 
erning large automatic auxiliary hearing 
equipment. This covers requirement for 
oil fired units with a fuel rate greater 
than 3 gallons of fuel per hour (approxi¬ 
mately 400.000 B.t.u. per hour*. In 46 
CFR Subpart 63.10 it is proposed to de¬ 
scribe the requirements governing small 
automatic auxiliary heating equipment 
This covers requirements for oil fired 
units with a fuel rate of 3 gallons of fuel 
hour (approximately 400.000 B.t.u per 
hour) and below. In 46 CFR Subpart 
63.15 it Is proposed to describe require¬ 
ments lor electric storage tank grater 
heaters. This covers requirements for 
units that heAt water by means of elec¬ 
tric heating elements rated at not more 
than 600 volts with storage tank.*. - pres¬ 
sure vessels) which are not open to the 
atmosphere. 

140. In 46 CFR Subpart 63.05. ret ard- 
ing requirement for large automatic aux¬ 
iliary heating equipment, the prop* ais 
deal with such items as plan approval, 
description of industrial standard: and 
specifications which are adopted by In¬ 
corporation by reference as permitted by 
section 3 of the Administrative P ?e* 
dure Act (5 UJ3.C. 552), construe n, 
controls, programming control sy.^m 
operating control system, flame safe¬ 
guard control system, limit control vs* 
tem. combustion control system fuel 
supply control system, ignition : m. 
detail requirements for operating atri 
level controls and low-water cut-off con¬ 
trols. fuel pumps, strainers, fuel oil. 
alarms, wiring of electrical comp<; vui, 
inspection and tests, and Instruction 
booklets. 

141. In 46 CFR Subpart 63.10, re d- 
ing small automatic auxiliary heat ins 
equipment, the proposals deal with such 
items as plan approval, descriptor. of 
industrial standards and specified! ns 
whlcH are adopted by incorporation by 
reference as permitted by section 3 of 
the Administrative Procedure Act 5 
U S.C. 552 >. construction, control op¬ 
erating control system, flame safeguard 
control system, ignition system, detail 
requirements for operating water level 
controls and low-water cut-off control*, 
fuel oil. alarms, wiring of electrical com¬ 
ponents and inspection and tests 

142. In 46 CFR Subpart 63.15. n fad¬ 
ing electric storage tank water heat i- 
the proposals deal with such items ft* 
plan approval construction, hcatlm: ele¬ 
ments. temperature regulating controls, 
temperature limiting controls, pressure 
relief devices, unspecified details nna 
tests and approval 

Item PH 31-67— Miscellaneous Chants 
in Other Regulations 

143. The proposed revision of die 
“Marine Engineering Regulations ur.a 
Material Specifications” (CO-115*, ana 
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the proposed adoption of certain na¬ 
tionally accepted Industrial codes, stand¬ 
ards. and specifications, or portions 
thereof, by Incorporation by reference as 
permitted by section 3 of the Adminis¬ 
trative Procedure Act (5 UJS.C. 552), 
require certain changes in other 
rules and regulations governing merchant 
Vessel Inspection and certification by the 
Coast Guard which refer to or comple¬ 
ment the "Marine Engineering Regula¬ 
tions.^ Additionally, certain changes are 
proposed because of this change in con¬ 
cept. while certain modifications are de¬ 
sired because of changes In procedures 
and practices.

PROPOSED RULE MAKING 

CFR Parts 50 to 63. Inclusive (Subchap¬ 
ter F—Marine Engineering). For boilers 
and other pressure vessels contracted for 
prior to July 1,1935, the factor of safety 
based on the ultimate tensile strength 
of the material used was six. and In the 
proposed revision of the marine engi¬ 
neering requirements It will be reduced 
to four. It is believed, however, that for 
repairs under the proposed fabrication 
methods to be allowed under the revision 
adopting the American Society of Me¬ 
chanical Engineers* (ASME) Code, the 
fabrication methods, steel production 
and nondestructive testing improved and 
will provide a better boiler than one 
built to the requirements in 46 CFR 
Parts 66 to 69.

162.018, It Is proposed to amend 46 CFR

sive. The reason for changes and addi¬ 
tions regarding these valves is to have 
the specification conform with the pro¬ 
posed revision of Marine Engineering 
Regulations. 

160. With respect to the specification 
for automatically controlled, packaged. 
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auxiliary boilers, designated 46 CFR Sub* 
part 162.026. it is proposed to cancel this 
specification subpart consisting of 
{* 162.026-1 to 162.026-22. inclusive, be¬ 
cause the material contained in this 
specification is included in the proposed 
Marine Engineering Regulations and 
designated as 46 CFR Part 63. The cer¬ 
tificates of approval Issued under this 
specification Subpart 162.026 are can¬ 
celled. and the numbering of boilers as 
provided for under this specification will 
also be terminated. 

161. With respect to the rules and 
regulations for small passenger vessels 
under 100 gross tons, various changes 
are necessary because the proposed Ma¬ 
rine Engineering Regulations in 46 CFR 
Part 61. as well as various exemptions in 
46 CFR Part 54, so that the requirements 
will be consistent. It will be necessary to 
amend 46 CFR 176.25-30. 182.10-5. 182.- 
15-1. 182.15-15, 182.15-20. 182.15-25. 

182.15-40. 182.20-1. 182.20-15. 182.20-20, 
182.20-22, 182.20-25. and 182.20-40 so 
these regulations will conform with the 
proposed Marine Engineering Regula¬ 
tions.

AREA 

Proposed Alteration and Designation 

The Federal Aviation Administration 
is considering amendments to Part 71 of 
the Federal Aviation Regulations that 
would alter the Dothan, Ala., control 
zone and designate the Dothan. Ala., 
transition area. 

Interested persons may submit such 
written data, views, or arguments as they 
may desire. Communications should be 
submitted In triplicate to the Area 
Manager. Memphis Area Office, Atten¬ 
tion: Chief. Air Traffic Branch. Federal 
Aviation Administration. Post Office Box 
18097, Memphis. Tenn. 38118 All com¬ 
munications received within 30 days af¬ 
ter publication of this notice In the Fed¬ 
eral Register will be considered before 
action Is taken on the proposed amend¬ 
ment. No hearing is contemplated at 
this time, but arrangements for informal 
conferences with Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration officials may be made by 
contacting the Chief, Air Traffic Branch. 
Any data, views, or arguments presented 
during such conferences must also be 
submitted In writing In accordance with 
this notice in order to become part of the 
record for consideration. The proposal 
contained In this notice may be changed 
in the light of comments received. 

The Dothan control zone described in 
§ 71.171 (32 F.R. 2071 and 3438) would be 
redesignated as: 
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Within a 5-mile radius of Dothan Airport; 
within 2 miles each side of the Dothan 
VORTAC 156* and 330" radlals, extending 
from the 5-mile radius tone to 8 miles BE 
and 9 5 mile* NW of the VORTAC: and within 
a 145-mile radius of the Baker’s Sky tel 
Airport. 

The Dothan transition area would be 
designated as: 

That airspace extending upward from 700 
feet above the surf&oe within an 8-mllc ra¬ 
dius of the Dothan Airport, excluding the 
airspace within a 1 5-mllc radius of Headland 
Airport and that portion which coincides 
with the Fort Rucker. Ala., transition area. 

The proposed control zone alteration 
would provide additional controlled alr- 
space required for the protection of IFR 
aircraft executing AL-123-VOR/DME- 
13 standard instrument approach proce¬ 
dure to Dothan Airport during descent 
below 1.000 feet above the surface. 

The proposed transition area is re¬ 
quired for the protection of IFR opera¬ 
tions at Dothan Airport. 

These amendments are proposed under 
the authority of section 307(a) of the 
Federal Aviation Act of 1958 (49 U.S.C. 
1348(a)).

1967 (amended on May 31, 1967), 
Gene Hammond Kinman. prospective 
applicant tor a new AM station in Rush- 
ville. Ind., filed a petition for rule making 
looking toward the assignment of Chan¬ 
nel 232A as a first assignment to Rush- 
vllle, Ind. Rushvilie is a community of 
7,264 persons and is located about 35 
miles southeast of Indianapolis. It is the 
county seat and largest community in 
Rush County, which has a population of 
20,393. It has no AM station.* Various 
statistics are supplied by petitioner to 
show the commercial importance of 
Rushvilie and the surrounding nearby 
communities. 

4. Tlie same request was previously 
considered and denied by the Commis¬ 
sion in a memorandum opinion and 
order issued on December 20. 1966, RM- 
1035, FCC 66-1165. In that proceeding 
the Commission found that the proposal 
was not technically feasible, based upon 
a review of the comments and data sub¬ 
mitted by the interested parties. The 
contention was made and not refuted 
that a site for the assignment would have 
to be located out of town at such a dis¬ 
tance (about 7 miles) and in such ter¬ 
rain as to make the assignment infeas¬ 
ible. We did. however, state that the fact 
that another radio station in a different 
town (Shelbyville. Ind.), maintains aux¬ 
iliary studios in Rushvilie did not dis¬ 
qualify it from having a local outlet of 
its own. In the subject petition, Kinman 
selects a site from which, it Is alleged, 
ail the required spacing can be met and. 
by means of three profiles drawn along 
three radials toward and through the 
community of Rushvilie. he purports to 
demonstrate that the required signal can 
be placed over all of Rushvilie. Based

upon this showing, petitioner urges that 
the proposal is technically feasible. 

5. In an opposition to the Kinman pro¬ 
posal filed on July 10.

Inc., licensee 
of Stations WSVL and W8VL-PM, 
Shelbyville, Ind.. notes that it previously 
opposed the earlier petition <RM-1035». 
and incorporates by reference that op¬ 
position to the subject request. Shelby 
submits that Kinman fails to refer to the 
previous denial of the Commission and 
falls to present any facts which might 
permit the Commission to reach a dif¬ 
ferent conclusion from the previous one 
that the proposal is not technically feasi¬ 
ble.

The statement further alleges that 
the distance to the 70 dbu contour for a 
Class A station with an assumed power 
of 3 kw and an antenna height of 300 
feet is only 8 miles. Nothing is said about 
the actual antenna heights In the direc¬ 
tion of the community as drawn by peti¬ 
tioner's engineer for the assumed site, 
in which the showing is made that the 
required coverage of the community will 
be achieved.

8. Dover is a community of 11.300 per¬ 
sons and New Philadelphia of 14.241. 
Both are located In Tuscarawas County, 
approximately 3 miles apart.

One Class TV AM station is licensed to 
both communities. An application hAs 
been filed for Channel 269A by the licen¬ 
see of this station.

FCC 67-577, especially the showing to 
be made as to the areas which may be 
precluded from future needed assign¬ 
ments on the channel requested and the 
six adjacent channels. Comments arc 
invited, therefore, on the proposal as 
outlined above. 

10. RM-11S3. Milford, Ohio. Milford 
Associates, prospective applicant for a 
new FM station in Milford, Ohio, requests 
the assignment of Channel 296A to Mil¬ 
ford. in a petition filed on May 9. 1067 
and supplemented on July 26, 1967. Mil¬ 
ford Is a community of 4,131 persons and 
the county In which most of the com¬ 
munity and its population is located.

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215.2.2 Procedures on contracts in ex¬ 
cess of $25,000 —A. Referrals . All pro¬ 
posed contracts for research under Public 
Law 89-672 which involve more than 
$25,000 shall be referred to the Assist¬ 
ant Secretary—Mineral Resources for re¬ 
view and approval. However, the Bureau 
of Mines shall be responsible for the sub¬ 
mission of such contracts to the Congress 
in compliance with the statute and shall 
be the contracting office.

In limiting the Southern Tier Com¬ 
petitive Nonstop Investigation (Order 
E-24847.

1967) to certain desig¬ 
nated markets, we stated that this ap¬ 
proach would allow the Board to consider 
in separate proceedings service proposals 
for other markets In the same geographi¬ 
cal area.* Accordingly, after reviewing 
the traffic and service In the above mar¬ 
kets we have decided to institute this 
proceeding. 

Memphis. Huntsville, and Birming¬ 
ham all filed petitions in the Southern 
Tier case seeking improved service. Al¬ 
though we have not included in that 
proceeding issues of service between 
those cities and the West Coast, there 
is an apparent need for such service 
which we will consider in this case. 

The Mem phis-Los Angeles market, 
which In 1966 generated an average of 
167 passengers per day.* is presently 
served by one carrier. American Airlines. 
Inc. While American provides the market 
with four nonstop and three one-stop 
flights a day, all of these flights are part 
of long-haul services which originate or 
terminate on the East Coast and include 
stops at such points as Dallas. Nashville, 
and Louisville.* Thus. It appears that 
there is additional flow traffic moving on 
the flights operating between Memphis 
and Los Angeles and the total volume of 
traffic in this market may warrant ad¬ 
ditional service. 

No carrie-r Is authorized to operate be¬ 
tween Huntsville and Los Angeles. Hunts¬ 
ville, of course, is a key center of this 
country's aerospace and defense activi¬ 
ties. and In 1966, the Huntsville-Los 
Angeles market averaged 66 passengers 
per day. In view of this volume of traffic, 
we believe that there may be a need for 
direct service in this market. 

Birmingham, a major industrial and 
manufacturing city of the South, cur¬ 
rently receives no direct service to and 
from Los Angeles. Despite this lack of 
direct service, this market generated 32 
daily passengers In 1966. It appears that 
a substantial volume of Birmingham 
traffic is moving via backhaul connec¬ 
tions at Atlanta. Thus, direct Birming¬ 
ham-Los Angeles service might reduce 
congestion at Atlanta's busy airport 
facilities and could provide the public 
with more convenient service. Further¬ 
more. Birmingham traffic could serve as 
support for the other services at issue In 
this proceeding, and. In this way, the 
carrier or carriers granted new authority 
should be able to mount a full pattern of 
service in all the markets under Inves¬ 
tigation.

By Federal Register publication of 
November 9, 1963 <28 FR.

Mr. Ralph P. Dickson was designated 
Investigative Officer. Comments were 
solicited from shippers and exporters, 
and extensive hearings were held at 
which testimony was received from rep¬ 
resentatives of steamship conferences, 
commercial shippers, and Government 
officials. 

The final report of the Investigative 
Officer in Fact Finding Investigation No. 
6 was submitted to the Commission on 
August 16, 1967. 

On September 19, 1967, the Commis¬ 
sion took the following action with re¬ 
spect to the report: <1) Decided to re¬ 
lease the report of the Investigative Offi¬ 
cer. without signifying Us adoption in 
whole or in part; (2) decided to solicit 
comments thereon; (3) decided to ter¬ 
minate the investigation; and (4) de¬ 
cided to advise the Interested carriers, 


conferences, shippers, and the public 
conferences, shippers, and the public that 
the Commission will consider and take 
such action as may be appropriate on an 
ad hoc basis with respect to the recom¬ 
mendations and Issues contained in the 
report in the light of comments received 
and further staff analysis.

Up to the present time, however, 
there lias been only very limited com¬ 
mercial production utilizing the Process 
and no commercial production of the 
Magazine Projector. Panacolor has had 
no income from operations to date, and 
has reported a continuing deficit. 

Panacolor has currently Issued and 
outstanding 1,355.621 shares of common 
stock, of which Stock Fund owns 25,000 
shares <1 84 percent) and Science Fund 
owns 46.000 shares <3.39 percent). 9,000 
shares (0.66 percent) of Panaoolor’s 
common stock are presently owned by 
Axc-Houghton Fund A. Inc. (“Fund A”), 
a registered open-end diversified invest¬ 
ment company having the same invest¬ 
ment adviser as Stock Fund. Fund A, 
Stock Fund, and Science Fund also own 
respectively. $90,000, $70,000, and $70,000 
principal amount of Panacolor’s 6 per¬ 
cent convertible subordinate debentures 
due November 1, 1970. The debentures 
may be converted In whole or in part at 
any time up to November 1, 1970, Into 
shares of Panacolor common stock at a 
conversion price of $7.50 per share. 

Stock Fund and Science Fund each 
own warrants to purchase 10,000 and 
20.000 shares, respectively, of Panacolor 
common stock on or before October 6. 
1967, at a purchase price of $7.50 per 
share. Such warrants were issued to ap¬ 
plicants in October 1964 If applicants 
exercise such warrants as proposed. 
Panacolor would then have issued and 
outstanding 1.385,621 shares of common 
stock, of which Fund A would own 9,000 
shares (0.65 percent). Stock Fund would 
own 35,000 shares (2.53 percent), and 
Science Fund would own 66.000 shares 
(4.76 percent). Conversion of any of the 
debentures might also increase the per¬

Science Fund employs as invest¬ 
ment adviser Axe Science Management 
Co., Inc. Some of the officers and direc¬ 
tors of each of the funds are also af¬ 
filiated with E. W. Axe & Co., Inc.. Axe 
Securities Corp., and Axe Science Man¬ 
agement Co.. Inc.. D. W. EUsworth Is the 
chief executive officer of Stock Fund and 
Science Fund, and to control indirectly 
investment advisers. In view of the above 
circumstances. D. W. EUsworth might 
be deemed to control Stock Fund and 
Science Fund, and to control indirectly 
the Panacolor common stock owned by 
Stock Fund and Science Fund, which in 
the aggregate constitutes more than 5 
percent of the Panacolor voting securi¬ 
ties now outstanding. Therefore. Pana¬ 
color might be deemed to be an affiliate 
of D. W. EUsworth, who In turn, as an 


officer and director of Stock Fund and 
Science Fund, is an affiliated person of 
each of such funds within the meaning of 
section 2(a)(3) of the Act.

ucts for use as original motor vehicle 
equipment (OEM), which are duty free 
under item 692.28. 

Oil coolers . The Detroit plant produces 
coolers both for engine oil and trans¬ 
mission fluid. Engine oil coolers are used 
with some engines for agricultural and 
Industrial equipment, and some buses 
and trucks, but with no domestic auto¬ 
mobiles except those having air-cooled 
engines. Transmission-fluid coolers are 
used with most automatic transmissions 
but with no manual transmissions. 

Radiators. The radiators produced at 
the Detroit plant are of the tube-and-fln 
type, which were the kind used in most 
water-cooling and a large share of the 
heater radiators. Since 1964 that type has 
been replaced by cheaper types for use 
in water-cooling in all domestic auto¬ 
mobiles and most trucks and buses. 

Clutches. The Detroit plant produces 
the two subassemblies of a clutch: The 
clutch cover-plate subassembly (includ¬ 
ing the pressure or driving plate) which 
receives the engine torque, and the 
driven-plate subassembly which trans¬ 
fers the torque to the transmission. In 
this report the term "clutch" docs not 
Include those In transmissions. 

Clutches are used in all motor vehicles 
not having automatic transmissions. 
Virtually all clutches arc the single-plate 
dry type: the double- and multiple-plate 
types are used in a few trucks and buses 
and the wet type is used in a few trucks. 

Borg-War ner Corp. and its Long 
Manufacturing Divisions. Borg-Warner 
Corp. <B-W i, with headquarters In 
Chicago, is a large diversified corporation 
which operates about 50 domestic plants 
and about 45 foreign plants. The prod¬ 
ucts of these plants Include automotive 
equipment, builder and home consumer 
products, industrial equipment, and 
chemical and steel materials. In 1966, the 
corporation's net sales were $913 million, 
of which automotive equipment ac¬ 
counted for about 35 percent.

Production and trade between the 
United States and Canada. The Tariff 
Commission obtained Information from 
the major North American automobile 
producers on production and trade be¬ 
tween the United States and Canada in 
each product covered by the investiga¬ 
tion.

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comparing the most recent representa¬ 
tive 4-month period with the correspond¬ 
ing period of 1964 model year, In order 
to avoid the effect of a difference in the 
changeover periods between the model 
years. 

Annual U S. production of oil coolers, 
radiators, and clutches was greater in 
the 1965 model year than In 1964, and 
that of radiators Increased further in 
1966; however, UjS. production of oil 
coolers and clutches decreased in 1966 
and that of all three products decreased 
in 1967. Canadian production of oil cool¬ 
ers increased in each of the 3 years after 
1964, and production of radiators also 
increased in each of those years, except 
for a decrease in 1967; Canadian produc¬ 
tion of clutches, however, although it 
was greater in 1967 than in 1964, fluc¬ 
tuated irregularly during the 4-year 
period • • 

Total U.S. production of oil coolers, 
radiators, and clutches in the four most 
recent representative months of model 
year 1967 was less than in the corres¬ 
ponding period of I964{ U-S. exports to 
Canada were less for oil coolers, and 
greater for radiators and clutches. Ca¬ 
nadian production and Canadian exports 
to the United States of all three products 
was greater.
